MEMPHIS. 
THE WELCOME FROST. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
MempPuis, Tenn., Oct. 19.—It is impossible to 
describe the indications of joy and happiness 
god the general rejoicing on every hand this 


‘morning at the sight of the first frost which 


appeared in such quantities as to de 
unmistakable. Everybody was glad, but 
the countenances of those who had 
escaped the fever thus far, and they are very 
few, actually beamed with delight. It was ex- 
pected, as last nigh: was very cold, and hun- 
dreds sat up all night to usher in the great fe- 
brile enemy. There were hundreds of others 
who have not witnessed a sunrise for years who 
were up with the lark this morning, and,discov- 
ering the hoary covering of things earthly, went 
out and with their knives 
SCRAPED UP QUANTITIES INTO BALLS, 

each one of which passed current for drinks at 
the neighboring bar-room. Residences were 
thrown open, in order that the frosty atmos- 
phere might penetrate every nook and corner 60 
as to thoroughly eradicate the poison lurking 
there. 

The effect of the 8 is already seen in the 
increased number of refugees returned, old 
faces being seen ov every street which have been 
absent over two months. The doctors say they 
look for another outbreak of the fever to result 
from this imprudence on the part of refugees. 
They say nothing but continued cold weather 
with thin ice can prevent it.

NORTHCOTE SPEAKS. 

Lonpon, Oct. 19.—Sir Stafford Northcote, 
sneaking at Birmingham, admitted the depress- 
ion in trade and consequent loss of elasticity ol 
the revenue. Nevertheless he did not antici- 
pate the necessity of asking of the country re- 
newed sacrifices. He condemned the over- aux- 
iety respecting the fulfillment of the provisions 
of the Treaty of Berlin. An important moment 
would be next May, the period of the complete 
Russian evacuation. Ille was convinced the 
Powers would not suffer the Treaty of 
Berlin, which cost so much, to be 
set aside. The English Government’s policy 
would be one of firmness, prudence, 
and moderation, and they would watch over the 
interests of Engiand’s indian colonial Empire. 
The Government would not have the beart of 
England with them if it thought the interests 
of Eugland were limited to these smali islands 
(meaning Great Brain and Ireland) One 
great principle of their policy is the preserva- 
tion of the Ottoman Empire, and they intended 
to introduce material unprovyement iu Asiatic 
Turkey. 5 

He then defended the acquisition of Cyprus, 
which, he said, was vindicated by the Govefu- 
ment’s policy respecting Egypt. 

Concerning Afghanistan, the Chancellor re- 
iterated the statements made by Mr. Cross, 
Hlome Secretary, at Southport, adding that the

“On our 
way we encountered one of those cold, drizzling 
dars that chill tothe bone. Anxious to make 
up for lost time, we pushed on for three days, 
and on the th started to the sum- 
mit of the celebrated Sheridan Peak, ‘The 
weather was deuse and damp on the top of Mt. 
Sheridan; but just at noon the fog lifted, and a 
view never to be forgotten spread before us. 

The whole Park was visible. The Yeliowstone, 
Heart, Luis, and Shoshone Lakes were spread 
out like great sheets of ribbed Venetian glass. 
The geysers and steaming springs puffed clouds 
of rosy vapor above and through the forests of 
dense blue-black spruce ana pine. The many 
ranges of massive, snow-capped mountains 
whieh encircle the Park were plainiv seen. 
Girandly, among the hundreds of lessér mount- 
ain-chiets, towered the lofty Yellowstone, Wind 
River, and Grand Teton summits. 

There are several thousand springs of various 
kinds in the Fark, and altogether they present 
features to be found nowhere eise in the world. 
Those called the Mud Springs ‘were to me the 
greatest surprise, Never was mud so richly 
colored and so daintily delicate as this. The 
entire swamp, or basin, was filled by a quiveritg, 
throbbing mass of delicate buff, lavender, and 
green,—rescinbiing in its changing tints the 
petals of the large sea-anemonos. lhrough 
this pasty mass the steam puffed, lifting por- 
tions of the mud into graceful shapes, resem 
bling sometimes large rose-trees hung with 
blossoms; at other times, flocks of birds flying 
from the vapor; and sometimes the shape 
would be that of adainty fairy-queen peering with 
startled eves out from her veil of mist. Some 
of the springs tossed up continuously quaint 
hour-glasses incased in hollow spheres of Vapor, 
which seemed not like vapor, but more like 
transparent bubbles. 

From the lower basin we came up by the new 
road, cut through by Mr. Norris, Superintend- 
ent of the Park, to Gibbon’s Fork of the Madi- 
son, where there is an extensive group of 
springs and geysers, resembling at a distance 
smoke-enveloped Pittsburg, leaving out the 
dingy houses and black cinders of the town of 
furnaces. The crackling and hissing of the 
steam is deafening. 

On the morning of the 0th it was clear, but 
feartully cold, about one foot of snow having 
fallen in the night. Fighting our way through 
timber, logs, and rocks, we reached the Upper 
Basin about noon, when Old Faithful erected us 
by the grandest irruption of the journgy. The 
water was thrown to the enormous hight of 150 
feet. This is possibly the finest exhibition 
in tne Park. Its eruptions occur once in every 
sixty-five minutes. 

A few momentsafterOld Faithful had saluted 
us, a heavy rumbling shook the earth by its 
vibrations, and, after several seconds of this 
deafening noise, an immense volume of water 
was thrown with terrific violence {rom the Castle 
Geyser, This phenomenon occurring only once in 
three days, we esteemed it an especial good- 
fortune to have happened ucarit at the moment 
of its exhibition. Near by are many of the 
more noted of the geysers,—some continually 
throwing up vapor and boiling watertz others 
ejecting it spasmodically and at varying inter- 
vals. Some of the springs have a peculiar pris- 
matic radiance: if a rock be dropped into the 
spring. the bottom and sides of the pool will be 
chated with the colors of the rainbow; while no 
two springs, scarcely, are of exacily the same 


color. 
Following on down the river, we so hot 
Hs until 


| we reach what is called the Lower Basig. Here 


is a broad, open valley, covered almost hy steam- 
ing springs. In this basin the finest mud springs 
are found. ( 

Arrived at the Garduer River Springs on the 
evening of the 10th, having traveled jseveuty 
miles in two davs. The Gardver Rwer Hot 
Springs are entirely different from any others in 
this region. ‘They jut out high up on the side of 
the mountain. and flow down—tbe sides,—form- 
ing natural bath-tubs, or reservoirs, for them- 
seives by thelr owa incrustations. Some of 
these basins are as regular and smooth in form 
and finish as the work of a plumber, and have 
highly ornamented rims and colored borders. 
They stand in jerraces or pyramidal shape on 
the mountain-side. The basius torm one below 
the other in succession; and thus, as the water 
passes or Overfiows from one tothe other, it 
cools slowly, so that a person can select the 
— of the bath by tue altitude of the 
tub. 

Krom the springs to Butler's Ranche there is 
fair wagon-road, tollowing dowu the river a dis- 
tance of thirty-tive miles, and it is about thirty 
miles from here to Boseman. This we con- 
sider quite within calling distance. Not having 
been in the habit of late of expecting to meet 
more than one traveler in a month, or of seeing 
the chimney-smoke of a settler inside of a 
radius of two or three hundred miles, we con- 
sider ourselves encamped at present in the im- 
mediate suburbs of a large and thriving metrop- 
olis. Ordinarily thirty miles is a cousiderable 
distance without the shortening interposition of 
steam-engine conveyances ; but, compared to our 
lonesome tramps through the forests, it is a 
mere step. 

At tbe springs we found a camp of soldiers, 
the officers and their ladies having gone ou to 
the Park by way of the Yellowstone Canon. 
From the soldiers | beard that Gen. Miles had 
taken back the mules and stock captured from 
the Hayden party, and so we have hopes of 
again being putin possession of the tried and 
trusty little mules that have shared with the 
party, season aiter season, the hardships ef the 
march aid the repose of the camp. They know 
our way; we kuew theirs. No other animals 
could be just the same to us; and thev will be 
even more highly prized than before, tf, from 
the clutches of the thievmyg Savage, they show 
their patient faces again in our midst. _ 

Wo were informed by the troops at the 
springs that parties who went to our camp after 
we had leit it were attacked by Iudians in day- 
light. One horse was lost, but none at the 
party hurt. | 3

A DEADLY FEUD. 

Donau, Ia, Oct. 19.—An excited state of 
affairs prevails at West Union, Ia., owing tothe 
frequent attempts of two prominent citizens of 
that place to kill each other, not only once, Sut 
ep several different occasions. The parties are 
Judge J. W. Rogers, an attorney, who at one 
tame was County Judge, for some time editor 
of the Gazette of that place, and at one time 
candidate for the Legislature, and the other is 
Henry Rush, one of the wealtiest men of Fay- 
ette County. Several years ago Rush had 


trouble with his wife, and she procured a 


divorce. Since then she has entered several 
suits against him, in which she contends for 
what she claims as her rights, but which he re- 
gards as simply annoying. Rogers is her attor- 
ney, and as sucha bitter and murderous animos- 
ity has grown up between Rush and himself. 

On the evening of the 19th of February last 
Rogers was shot at from an ambuscade as he 
was returning home, as he claims, by a map 
whom Rush had hired to assassinate him. The 
ball pierced bis clothing. but did no farther 
damage. The next day, Feb. 20. Rogers met 
Rush on the street and fired at him twice 
with a revolver, inficting two slight wounds. A 
bitter fecling was aroused by these attempted 
assassinations, but Matters ran on until the 
night of Oct. 8, election night, when another at- 
tempt was made to assassinate Rogers between 
the hours of 9 ard 100’clock. As he was pre- 
paring for bed he raised his hedroom window 
for fresh air. As he did so he touched. the 
string to lower the curtain, stepping slightly to 
oue side, when a shot was fired, passing through 
the window and striking the ceiling. Had he 
been directly ip front of the window he must 
have been shot, for the ball passed very near him. 

Directly under the bedroom window is a cel- 
lar-way, in which the miscreant was evidently 
waiting an opportunity to fire a fatal shot. 
There was no light in the room or the result 
might have been different. 

intense indignation, was created as soon as 
the shooting was known in town, and a reward 
of $1,500 was offered for the miscreant. On 
Tuesday last, Oct. 13, Rogers and Rush met 
on the street about udon, when both drew their 
revolvers and commenced firing at each other. 
Rogers tired two or three shots, and, his re- 
volver refusing to tarp, he drew another. Rush 
in the aneantime fired two or three times, but 
neither shot took effect. They then took to 
the middle of thé, street, where three shots 
more were fired, Rogers meanwhile being 
reinforced by C. F. Babcock, who fired one shot 
at Rush, but the shGoting of all three was wild, 
the. bystanders being more in danger than the 
principals. One spent ball struck a voung man 
some distance away, but fortunately did no 
harm. Rogers and Babcock were placed under 
$12,000 bonds each.to keep the peace, and war- 
rants are out for Rush’s arrest, but he has left 
Lown. 

The officers seem “powerless to stop the 
tragedy, which is felt Hay by day to be drawing 
pearer..

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 19.—Gen. Thomas 
Ewing, of Ohio, who has been here some days, 
in an interview gives his opinions as to the fu- 
ture of the National party and its effects upon 
the two leading organizations. Following is 
the interview: 

The movement is gathering force every day. 
Opposition to resumption and bank money car- 
ried Indiana by 45,000, Ohio by 30,000, and gain- 
ed eleven Congressmen in the September and 
October elections. The result in Ohio was a 
Democratic gain of three Congressmen aud the 
loss of the State ticket by about one-half 
the plurality by which we lost it in 
1876, when we had the last full 
vote. It was, however, an emphatic indorse- 
ment of the Ohio idea, the supporters of which 
were unfortunately divided, and hence lost sev- 
eral Congres¢mea and the State ticket.” 

What influence do you think the National 
movement will have on the fortunes of the old 
parties?” : 

think and hope it will cause a recast of the 
two great parties. The Republican is and will 
certainly remain the party of foreed resumption 
and bank money. Three-fourths of the Demo- 
cratic party is already committed to the repeal 
of the resuinption scheme, and the substi- 
tution of greenbacks for bank-notes. These 
are the foremost and vital questions of the 
day. No shuffling evasions of issues 
will be tolerated by the people in either leaders 
or platform, Both parties must meet them 
honestly and squarely. Henee Greeenback and 
anti-Resumption Republicans will come to us 
and bank money, forced-resumption Democrats 
will go to them.

EXPENSES OF THE SHERIFF’S OF- 


FICE. 

During the past year there has been a con- 
stant strife between the reform members of the 
County Board and Sheriff as to the expenses of 
his office. ‘The charge for dieting the prisoners 
has been enormous, the profits have been suffi- 
cient to enrich any one person, yet no reduction 
has been made, and every attempt in that direc- 
tion has proved futile on account of the oppo- 
sition of Mulloy and men of that ilk. The 
profits have been not less than $30,000, while 
the law says the dieting of the prisoners shal! 
not be a source of profit. The $30,000, then, is 
nothing more nor less than a species of robbery, 
and the Democratic members of the County 
Board are responsible for it. But this is 
not the only source of expense of the office,— 


the extraordinary and extravagant expense,—tor 
the pay-roll, about which tnere has been a con- 
stant fight, shows that very inferior men have 
been paid salaries they could not command else- 
where, and salaries which are outrageous when 
it is considered that the men receiving them 
would have been willing to have worked for al- 
most balf the amount, for the reason that, in 
other positions, and before they got hold of the 
public teat, the most of them were glad to get 
anything to do, aud the employer might name 
his price.

Among these names are some very good men, 
but their worth should be estimated by what 
they bad been able to carn before in competition 
with their fellows. ‘The list is headed with Gar- 
rick, who is receiving $205 a month, he coming 
fresh from the position of saloou-keeper, and 
bringing to the office nothing to recommend 
him especially above the ordinary mortal. 
There are hundreds of good citizeus who would 
gladly take thesame position at one-balf the sal- 
ary. The ot her deputies are paid $166.06 each per 
month. and when it is considered that most of 
them were before satisfied with salaries ranging 
from 850 to $75 per month, because they could 
get no more, the injustice of the management of 
Mr. Kern—the throwing away oi the public money 
—is quite apparent. A giance at those why are 
deputies should satisfy the most incredulous. 
Few of them have the capacity to do anything 
else than clerical work, and those who have not 
been in the saloon business,. except — 
cannot be fuund to have ever earned or receiv 
more than trom $50 to $75 per month, and the 
exception is nothing to brag of, for when in the 
County Board his faithfulness to duty was 
shown by bis indictment for conspiracy to de- 
fraud. They all took their positions, further- 
more, to better their conditions, aud they have 
not been disappointed, for the most of them 
were lifted from idleness, while the few were 
taken from menial positions to be given salaries 
they had never been able to command elsewhere, 
which Kern would never allowed them, 
er, if the movey did not come irom the pockets 
of the overburdened taxpayers. 
With the bailiffs and clerks the case is not 
different. All of the city bailiffs are receiving 
$100 per month, and, to say nothing of the fact 
that they are so nun. erous as to be stumblin,z- 
blocks in the various courts, they are being 
extravagant salaries, considering their capacity 
and worth and the service they perform. Of 
them, one was taken from a siaughter-house, 
several were $50 clerks, one a brakeman, one a 
Constable, several small ward politiciaus, with

the Sheriff’s offive has been run the past two 
years on extravagant ideas, and the salaries paid, 
it is said, have been as large as they have for no 
22 purpose than to secure Kern’s re-elec- 
tion. 

What is true of the deputies and bailiffs is 
also true of the clerks employed. The Jail 
Clerk is getting $125 per month, wufle he only 
got $100 per month under the former 
administration. The increase was urged by 
Kern, and allowed, not because ithe work 
had increased or the clerk would resign if the 
increase was not made, but because the gentle- 
man vas imagined to have some influence, etc., 
and this in the face of the fact that Kern knew 
that be could fill the place for $75 a month, and 
had had considerable trouble in crowding off 
some deserving applicants who would have 
taken the place for their board. And then 
there is the Chief Clerk, whose salary was fixed 
at $1,800 originally, but has been raised to 
$2,000. This led to a prolonged fight in the 
Board, and Kern urged the increasg daily, not 
because the aforesaid clerk was about to resign 
and let the office go to the dogs, but for some 
other reason. The Board refused to grant the 
increase after a stubborn contest, and what did 
Mr. Kern do? He simply went to the Judges of 
the Circuit Court and had the office of Chief 
Clerk abolished and another deputy allowed, 
and the Board was hoodwinked and the scheme 
prevailed by the Cierk being promoted to the 
pew position and his salary increased. 

Ali of these facts go to show that Kern has 
run his office at great public expense, and by the 
practice of an extravagance that the taxpavers 
will hesitate to commend or extol. In the mat- 
ter of dieting prisoners he has pocketed 830.000 
to which he had no claim under the law, and in 
the matter of salaries his record has been ex- 
travagant to the ex€ent even of engendering 
the opposition of the County Board, which has 
never been accused of even pretending to have 
an economical idea. 

These are some of the abuses which Ma). 
Hoffman, who is to be our next Sheriff, is 
pledged to abate, and he will certainly carry out 
his word. It is bis intention not only to have 
men who are paid less, but men who are more 
efficient—men who will not allow jurics to be 
composed of such material as that which now 
fills the panel in all the courts. He will have 
baliffs who will not pick up jurors around the 
hallways of the City-Hall, or ia the saloons on 
the other side of Adams street, but who will 
select men reasunably competent for the 
position—men who would never bring in such 
a verdict as that rendered the other day in the 
suit against Mike Evans.

They were taxed in spite of the 
President's order to the contrary, aud he be- 
lieved that William Henry Smith, Collector of 
the Customs of this port, who had refused at 
first to submit to any assessment, had finally 
succumbed, and had furnished a large corrup- 
tion-fund to Washington in obedience to 
the mandates of his superiors. He 
then proceeded to show that the 
poor man was taxed sixteen times more, 
according to his ability to pay, than the man 
who owned miilions of property. He Genouuced 
the injustice of this system ot taxation, and be- 
lieved the people would be justified in rising in 
revolution to overturn it.

THE ATCHISON, TOPEKA & SANTA 
FE. 

The dead-lock in the negotiations for consoli- 
dating the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe and 
the Denver & Rio Grande Railroads still exists. 
As already stated the preliminary agreement 
had been drawn up and only awaited the signa- 
ture of Gen. William J. Palmer, President of 
the Denver & Rio Grande. This gentleman, 
who, for some time past has worked in unison 
with Jay Gould, succeeded at the last moment 
in upsetting the whole arrangement. Hopes 
are still entertaincd that Mr. Palmer’s opposi- 
tion can be overcome ana the arrangement per- 
fected, as this is the only way out of the laby- 
rinth of complications and litigations which are 
injuring the business and prospects of both 
lines. It is now claimed that a majority of the 


stock of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe is 
owned by. stockholders of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy, and now holds about the 
same rélation/to the latter road as the Burling- 
ton & Missouri River Railroad in Nebraska.

Mr. A. C. Foster, late of the Michigan Central 
Railroad, is being pushed for Chicago Agent of 
the Canada Southern Line, in place of Mr. C. 
S. Tappan, appointed Manager of the Hoosac 
Tunnel Line. Mr. Foster is a very able and re- 
liable railroad official, and a better man for the 
position could hardly be selected. 

Mr. J. M. Dodge, Vice-Grand Master of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, states 
that the firemen donot contemplate a strike, 
and that no dissatisfaction was expressed at 
their meeting in this city Thursday and Friday. 
The principal object of the meeting was for the 
purpose of consolidating the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and the International 
Union of Locomotive Firemen. The union was 
successfully accomplished, and the combined 
order will hereafter be known as the Brother- 
bood of Locomotive Firemen. 

The New York, Lake Erie & Western, late the 
Erie Railway, does not propose to allow Van- 
derbilt to gobble up the Atlantic & Great West- 
ern Raiiroad and thus cut it off from a South- 
eastern connection. Negotiations are now pend- 
ing between the managers of the Erie and the 
Euglish Trustees of the Atlantic & Great 
Western, who are now in this country, to lease 
the latter road. This road has vever been a 
profitable property, and no one else except the 
Erie could use it to advantage and make it 
pay. 

Mr. C. W. Smith, Traffic Manager of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad. and Mr. J. 
W. Midgley, Commissioner of the Southwestern 
Railway Association, returned from the meeting 
of the Association at Kansas City yesterday. 
They state that no business of consequence to 
the public was transacted. There were no 
changes in rates. It was found that the tonnage 
was running so nearly in accordance with agreed 
percentages that no action on that score was 
necessary. A committee was appointed to de- 
vise a plan to take care ol the Milwaukee busi- 
ness and keep it within the Association. Mr. 
J. C. MeMullin, of the Chicago & Alton; Mr. J. 
B. Carton, of the Hannibal & St. Joc; and Mr. 
A. A. Talmage, of the Missouri Pacific, are that 
committee. They are instructed to report at 
the next regular meeting, which will be beld in 
Cuicago on tue 30th inst. 


The President of the Grand Trunk Railway 
of Canada has issued a circular on the ques- 
tion of profits on through traflic, in answer to 
a document addressed by Alexander McEwen 
to the shareholders. The following extract 
from the circular will be found of interest: 


The most advantageous course for the Grand 
Trunk Railway, as weil as for the other great sys- 
tems of the American Continent, is ovviously a 
division of traffic, to be carried by each at the 
best rates which, within reasonable limits, can be 
ootained. Agreements of this nature have now 
been elected in some instances, and are being 
negotiated in others; and if only they are adhered 
to, more profitable rate@ may aguin be obtained by 
all parties; and it will then, at all events. be im- 
possiole to raise the question as to whether the 
through traffic is remuncratwe. But no more in- 
opportane time could be chosen for raising such a 
question as is discussed in Mr. McHwen's orinied 
and widely diffused circuiar than this moment, 
when, after years of struegie and regulation, such 
agreements are being finally negotiated; and 
when, in the true interest of the sharehviders. it 
is desiftable to encourage allies and to take firm 
ground with opponents.

HENRY GREENEBAUM. 
THAT CHARGE OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 

The Greenebaum case was resumed yesterday 
morning before Justice D’ Wolf, James Van Buren 
testifying first that the indorsement of $5, 000 
upon the $45,000 draft was made in the fall of 
1877, he having bought ten lots at tnat time for 
$5, 000, and given Henry Greenebaum three notes 
forthatsum. The witness Dreyer, on being re- 
called, put his estimate of the value of the lots at 
$3, 050 at the time in question. 

Mr. Weber himself took the stand and testified 
that the real-estate account appeafed to be opened 
Jan. 1, 1873, but to the beat of his knowledge it 
had never been closed. 

MR. O. H. HORTON, 
Receiver of the German Savings, was asked to 
state what securities he had on hand securing Hen- 
ry Greenebaum's note of Sept. 21, 1877, for $20. - 
000. In reply, he said the property conveyed to 
secure the notes which were collaterals to this note 
for $20,000 was all in Hansborough & Hess’ Sub- 
division, and the trust-deed which he held recitea 
that it was subject to the incumbrances on the 
Bee all of which was improved, - from what 

e understood. He proceeded to enumerate 
the securities in his possession, adding the 
particulars regarding each. This tedious tes- 
timony having been gotten in, Col. Juessen 
asked the witness if the $1,500 note made by 
James Van Buren and payable to himself was not 
given to secure the purchase price of lots bought 
from the Humboldt Park Association. Mr. Horton 
didn't know as to that. As to another note 
of $2,000, he testified that that was pledged to the 
German National by the German Savings for an 
overdraft. 

Mr. Small drew out of the witness several facts 
in regard. to the improvement of Humboldt Park 
property,-—all designed to exalt the value of 
the same, —while Col. Juessen, on the other hand, 
succeeded in learning from the same witness that 
the property, if sold, would hardiv pay the sec- 
ond mortgages. Most of the present property- 
holders were poor, times were hard, and if there 
should be a forecioaure on the first mortgages the 
Receiver, not having bonds, might lose it. 

Col. Juessen asked Mr. Horton if be was aware 
that Henry and David had been in vankruptey.

THE METROPOLITAN. 
SUIT AGAINST THE COMPANY BY THE CITY. 

For the last two years the West Division Railway 
Company and the Metropolitan City Railway Com- 
pany have been having a‘lively fight, first in one 
court and then in another, and the latter Company 
has been able to whip its more favored antagonist 
single-hanced. Saturday, however, the City of 
Chicago took a hand itself, and now the new Com- 
pany will have two antagonists. 

The city, in its bill filed Saturday afternoon 
against the Mctropolitan Company, seis out that 
on the 30th of April, 1875, the Common Council 
passed an ordinance givipg the Metropolitan Com- 
pany powerto lay tracks on Lake, 

Fourteeuta streets. 

This ordinance, it is claimed, is void for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1. ‘that said ordinance was passed by the Com- 
mon Council of the city without ten davs’ public 
notice having been given as required by law in 
some newspaper of Caicago, or said County of 
Cook, of the time and piace of presenting the 
petition of the Metropolitan City Katiway Com- 
pany for its consent to locate and construct a rail- 
rond upon or along the streets in said ordinance 
mentioned. 

2. Tha. said ordinance was not within one month 
after its passage pubhshed in a newspaper pud- 
lished in the City of Chicago as is required by law. 

3. That vy means of said pretendea ordinance 
the said Metropolitan Railway Company was not 
authorized to lay down any raiiway tracks in and 
upon said streets meationed simply for the term of 
twenty years. but until the Ist day of January, 
A. D. 1900, and for such time thereafter until the 
Common Council of said city snouid elect by ordi- 
nance for that purpose to purchase said track of 
said Railway Company, cars, carriaves, furniture, 
and uaplements and appurtenances of every kind 
and description used in the construction and 
operation ot said railway, and pay for the same, as 
in said pretended ordinance mentioned. 

4. hat the said ordinance did not, as required 
by jaw, contain a coudition that tae said Metro- 
politan City Railway Company s.ould pay all dam- 
aves to owners of property abutting upon said 
streets, in said pretended ordinance mentionvo, 
which they may sustain oy reason of the location 
or coustraction of said road. 

The city claims it never had any power to pur- 
chase such railway, track, ete.; hat the Common 
Council, oy the act of July 1. 1872, was expressly 
prohibited frum giving right to lay tracks te any 
company except on petition of tue owners of land 
representing more than one-half toe frontege on 
the street, which was not done in the present 
case. 

Ine Metropolitan Company has been attempting 
to lay its track lately, anu the city fears that it will 
do so. It thinks the tracks would greatly damage 
the streeis tarough which they are to de laid, and 
that it would be liable tor all damages that mizbt 
accrue to persons and property by reason of such 
ovstruction. ‘ihe city, therefore, asks that the 
above-mentioned ordinance may be repeaied, and 
that the Metropolitan Company may be forever en- 
joined from Jaying its tracks ou Lake, Canal, and 
Fourteento streets. 

This step is a compromise resulting from the 
arrests last week. Hougu, the President of tne 
Metropolitan Company, was arrested by tae Mayor 
fortrying to lay the tracks, and he then caused 
the arrest of the Mayor. Both charges were de- 
missed on the understanding that a bill euovld ve 
fiied to test the legality of the ordinance of April 
30, 1875

THE HERESY OF DR. THOMAS. 

The Rock River Conference, in session at 
Mount Carroll recently, adopted a series of 
resolutions censuring Dr. Tuomas. Resi- 
dents of Chicago and members of the Meth- 
odist Church throughout the country do not 
need to be informed who Dr. Tomas is; 
but, for the benefit of others, it seems well 
to explain that be is a Methodist clergyman 
who, though now barely 40 years of age, has 
long been prominent in the Northwest. For 
a number of years past his liberal tenden- 
cies have been noticed with apprehension by 
the strict constructionists in his own Church, 
and with unfeigned pleasure by the Liberals 
themselves. This is not the first time he 
has been remonstrated with by his brethren 
in the Chureh. His connection with the 
Chicago Philosophical Society, which included 
in its membership a number of avowed infi- 
dels, was a source of anxiety to many good 
Methodists ; and the meetings of the Society 
in the rooms of the First Methodist Church, 
formerly under Dr. Tuxomas’ pastorate, 
were finally forbidden. To such a 
stage did the dissatisfaction with 
his teachings advance that, a few years ago, 
when the new assignments of Conference 
were made, he was exiled, as it was supposed, 
to Aurora. But he made himself felt even 
in that comparatively small place. He de- 
hvered there a series of sermons on The 
Origin and Destiny of Man,” which attracted 
the largest audiences in the Northwest. 
These sermons have since been published, 
aud, though extremely unorthodox, are now 
sold largely at the official depository in this 
city. From Aurora Dr. Taomas came again 
to Chicago, as pastor of the Centenary 
Church, which has possibly the largest con- 
gregation of any Methodist church in the 
city. Here he has taught advanced views,” 
showing some further departures from the 
old standards. These views he has ex- 
pounded with such simplicity of style and 
breadth of learning, such earnestness, grace, 
and candor, that, whatever may be the result 
of the present conflict inside the Church, he 
will always have a large following outside 
of it. 

The Conference asked Dr. Taomas for a 
categorical statement of bis views. He gave 
one, and it was unsatisfactory to his brethren. 
But, inasmuch as he professed loyalty to the 
Church, and promised at least to make him- 
self clearly understood im the future, it was 
deemed best not to arraign him for trial at 
once. The Conference was. content, there- 
fore, to pass a series of resolutions distinctly 
setting forth the facts, and censuring him. 
The last resolution, which was a warning 
that persistence in the errors complained of 
would provoke a trial, closed as follows : 


We deem it best, in the interest of charity and 
peace, to take no further action in the premises, 


Jor the present. 

The issue is thus fairly made; and it may 
be interesting to inquire, in view of the 
prospect of further trouble, precisely what 
are the doctrines of Dr. Tuomas to which 
his brethren take such serious exception. In 
the paper submitted by him to the Confer. 
ence, he made a tolerably clear breast of it; 
and from this and his printed sermons it will 
be possible to state his opinions without any 
chance for misrep tation, 

His first point was as follows:

As to the duration and resulte 
of that punishment, whether it be eterna) or cor- 
rective, resulting in reformation or ending in anni- 
hilation, I have not reached any settied conviction. 
The subject has cost me almost unutterable mental 
suffering, and I find myself as the years go by 
growing into a larger hope for mankind, 


He believes (Origin and Destiny of Man,” 
p. 168) that Heaven and Hell begin in this 
world”; that (Ibid., p. 169) „it is not essen- 
tial we should believe in endless punishment 
in order to be Christians”; that ‘‘a wrath- 
ful or vindictive punishment” of man by 
Gop is absolutely unthinkable.” (Ibid., p. 
171.) This, of course, is Universalism. The 
moment it becomes optional for a church- 
member to believe in endless punishment or 
not, the doctrine is of no consequence in the 
creed of the Church. It is a mere bugaboo 
to frighten timid women and children, and 
might as well be dropped. 

Dr. Tsomas’ third statement is as follows: 

On the question of the inspiration of the Script- 
ures, I aslivuld find difficulty in accepting the ver- 
bal theory, but I do fully believe that the men 
who wrote the Scriptures were inspired, and that 
these Scriptures contain in sudstance the word of 
Gop; anal think that those who have heard me 
speak frequently, or a careful reading of my print- 
ed discourses, will bear me out in the truthfulness 
ot these statements. 

Confirmation of this is found in the vol- 
ume already quoted from, where it is said 
(page 199): There is not a man in the 
world that knows certainly who wrote the 
book of Genesis, the book of Exodus, of 
Leviticus, Numbers, and Deuteronomy.” 
On another page we findthis: ‘* Nobody 
knows, or ever will know, whether we have 
in the New Testan@§nt the exact words that 
Curist uttered.” This view is correctly and 
mildly described by one of Dr. Tuomas’ 
clerical brethren as ‘* unorthodox.” 

There is much more of the same sort in 
his printed discourses, as when he subscribes 
to the theory that Apam was not the first 
man, but only the first white man, thus con- 
victing Genesis of a paltry quibbje, and that 
the Darwinian theory, though not yet proved, 
is ina way of being proved. But enough 
has been told already to show how greatly 
Dr. Tuomas is at variance with the views 
oflicially promulgated by his Church. It is 
not the purpose of this article to judge 
whether he or the Church is right, or to 
express an opinion as to the action of either 
in the future, but merely to provide material 
for the reader to draw his own conclusions 
from, and to foliow the further progress of 
the controversy in an intelligent way. 


THE COUNTY RING'S SCHEME. 

The latest expedient of the County Ring 
to gain some popular support for the pro- 
posed issue of $750,000 bonds may be found 
in the following resolutions offered by“ Re- 
former” WurrLxxn, and passed by the Board: 


Wuereas, It is represented by the press of the 
City of Chicago that the County Board of Cook 
County can, by a judicious management of the af- 
faira of the county, defray the current expenses of 
the county for the various institutions, and at the 
same time retain sufficient money from the tax- 
levy to prosecute the work on the Coart-House; 


and 
Wuereas, It is estimated by the County Board 


that it wiit require the full amgant of the tax-levy 
to defray the current expensea@f the: county - 
der the most judictous and economical oa! 
ment of county affairs, without appropriating a 
doliar to the Building Fund; and 

Wuereas, It is desirable to continue work on 
the Court-House, provided funds cun be raised for 
the purpose; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Citizens* Association of the 
City of Chicago be, and they ate hereby, earnestly 
requested to appoint a committee of their own 
numder to meet a committee of the County Board 
for the purpose of devising the best means for 
raising funds to continue the work on the Court- 
House building. 

Whether these resolutions were offered 
and adopted in the assurance that somebody 
connected with the Citizens’ Association 
could be found to indorse the bond issue, or 
whether they were merely designed to se- 
cure the consent of the Association to a con- 
ference with the hope that even such recog- 
nition would give the Ring countenance, we 
hope the Citizens’ Association will not be 
caught with any such chaff. The case in 
hand is not one that requires any consulta- 
tion, and the Citizens’ Association should 
not encourage the Ring, even to that extent. 
There is just one Citizens’ Association te 
pass upon this proposition, and that is the 
taxpayers who are asked to mortgage their 
property $750,000 more than it is now 
mortgaged for the benefit of a scheming, un- 
scrupulous, and voracious Ring. 

It is simply insolent on the part of the 
County Ring to ask any association of citi- 
zens to cousult with them as to whether the 
appropriations for next yearcan be reduced 
so as to save money enough to go on with 
the Court-House work. The facts are so 
clear that he who runs may read. The 
County Ring have exhausted the entire tax- 
levy in appropriations for the general ex- 
penses,—all the money they are permitted 
by the Constitution to levy against the prop- 
erty. After providing for the payment of 
the interest on the indebtedness, there re- 
$1,133,550, and this vast 
sum was divided up among the 

different departments and institutions. 
The appropriations for the very same 
departments and institutions last year were 
$700,000, and the year before $667,480. 
That is to say, the Ring propose to run up 
the general expenses the coming year $433,- 
550 more than they were this last year, and 
$176,070 more than the year before, when 
the indicted Commissioners ran the affairs of 
the county. Such a proposition is too pre- 
posterous to admit of any consultation. It 
needs no conference to determine that over 
33 per cent more money is not required to 
pay the expenses for the coming year than 
was required two years ago, when it is a 
matter of common notoriety that the de- 
mands of the paupers and the cost of every- 
thing purchased by the county have decreased 
33 per cent. : 

The simple fact is, that the County Ring 
has exhausted the tax-levy in appropriations 
for general expenses in order to create the

The proposition to vote, $750,000 bonds is 
plainly a steal. The sum originally fixed 
upon was $500,000, but $250,000 were added 
as a fund to help carry through the job. The 
popular approval of this proposition would 
enable the Ring to steal between $600,000 
and $700,000 during the next twelve months. 
Enough money can be saved out of the gen- 
eral tax-levy to pursue the work, and this 
will be done if the Ring be forced to it. 
They will be forced to it if the people re- 
fuse to vote the bonds. No committee of 
the Citizens’ Association is necessary to con- 
vineé the people that this is the proper 
course, nor could any such committee con- 
vince the people of the contrary. The Ring 
should not be countenanced to the extent of 
a conference on the subject, but all good 
citizens should turn their efforts in the di- 
rection of electing five good men, whom 
there is every reason to believe the Repub- 
lican ticket has presented this year, as the 
first step toward dislodging the present cor- 
rupt gang. Pending this achievement, no 
bonds should be voted on any pretext. 


THE LOCAL CONGRESSIONAL CAMPAIGN. 

The Congressivnal nominations in the 
three Chicago districts are now full. In the 
First, the Republicans have nominated WII I- 
ram Axtpricu; the Democrats, J. R. Doo- 
LITTLE, Jr.; and the Greenbackers, WILLIAM 
V. Bann. In the Second, the Republicans 
have nominated Grorce R. Davis; the 
Democrats, Mires Kenor; and the Green- 
backers, James Fenk. In the Third, the 
Republicans have nominated Hiram Barner, 
Jr.; the Democrats, Lampert Trex (invol- 
untary); and the Greenbackers, A. B. Cor- 
nELL. The riffraff nominated by the Inde- 
pendent Greenbackers and Socialists is not 
of sufficient importance to specify, as it will 
not make a ripple in the election, nor for 
purposes of comparison is it necessary to 
consider the regular Greenback nominations, 
as they will make scarcely any impression 
upon the vote of the three districts. The real 
fight in every district is between a Repub- 
lican and a Democrat; the real issue is be- 
tween honest money afd dishonest money ; 
and we have every reason to believe 
that Chicago, and the towns and counties 
embraced in the three districts, will send 
three honest-money Republicans to Con- 
gress, leave three soft-money Democrats at 
home, and utterly squelch the nine Fiatists 
and Socialists who have the temerity to cum- 
ber up the ticket, for no apparent purpose 
except to delay the counting of the final re- 
sult. 

It does not need, much argument and 
but very little comparison to show that the 
tepublican nominations are immeasurably 
stronger than the Deimecratic, and that the 
Republicans have placed men in the field who 
deserve to win and will win if the taxpay- 
ing, intelligent, and respectable class of 
citizens.do their duty, - Every Democratic 
candidate represents financial repudiation 
and dishonesty, and “Against them the re- 
serves of the Church, ſhe schoolhonse, the 
workshop, and the coming - room should be 
brought up. 5 

In the First District, the Domocratic 
nominee is the son of his father, and par- 
takes of the mania far office which has al- 
ways been characteristie of the family, and 
has become a chronic complaint. As to 
ability, there is no reason why he should 
have been chosen in preference to a thou- 
sand and one other laWyers of kis calibre. 
So far as any service to the city is con- 
cerned, that has yet to be performed, and 
will not be of any more importance than the 
usual style of service rendered by profession- 
al politicians. So far as principle is con- 
cerned, he is all things to all men. He se- 
cured the Democratic nomination, and then 
got an independent Greenback nomination. 
by cutting under the regniar Fiat candidate 
and offering to go still deeper into the ab- 
surdities of the Fiat lunacy. He is now 
pandering to the Communists in order to get 
their vote in the Fifth and Sixth Wards, 
and will leave no stone unturned to muster 
the votes of the most corrupt and dangerous 
elements in the district and array them 
against the Republicans. As against this 
man, without ability, without political princi- 
ple, without experience, without any fixed 
standing, known only to the public as an 
inveterate oflice-seeker, the Republicans 
have nominated Mr. Atprica, who has 
already served one term, is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the wants of his district, and 
will be all the, better qualified to represent 


in Congress. He is a successful and honor- 
able merchant, who has reflected credit upon 
the commercial reputationof Chicagoat home 
and abroad, an advocate of honest money, —a 
man whose personal character is above re- 
proach, and whose record for honesty and 
manliness is without stain, —and a legislator 
who did all that could be done for Chicago 
in a Democratic Congress, 

In the Second District, the chronic Demo- 
cratic office-seeker, Mis Krnon, heads the 
ticket. Like his associate on the South 
Side, he, too, is the representative of dishonest 
money, and has that remarkable de- 
gree of ability and qualification for 
the positio of Congressman which can 
only be acquired by long and intimate con- 
nection with the petty details of ward poli- 
tics andthe manipulation of saloon bummers. 
He is nominated to succeed a man immeas- 
urably superior to him in ability, whatever 
may be thought of his aquiline eccentricities. 
His nomination is clearly to be traced to the 
sentimental indignation of the Irish against 
Mr. Harrison for voting against Gen. 
SHIELDS in his candidacy for Doorkeeper of 
the House; but the American and 
German Democrats, and the better 
and more sensible portion of the Irish, 
take very little stock in this indignation, and 
are not so well satisfied with the slaughter 
of Mr. Harrison as to lend very enthusiastic 
aid in the election of so small a man as 
Mites Keuor to fill his place. Against him 
the Republicans have placed Grorcr R. 
Davis, a young and rising man of honorable 
record, and full of energy and industry. In 
Congress he will be alive worker, and he 
will go there with as high and honorable a 
reputation as any man on the floor. Ho has 
no axes to grind, no ward bummers to recom- 
pense. His honorable career as a citizen, 
his success in his profession, and nis sterling 
qualities as a man, commend him to the voters 
of his district, and will undoubtedly secure 
votes for him from the opposition. 

fn the Third District, the energetic and 
enthusiastic manner in which the Republic- 
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au candidate, Mr. Bannzn, has already con- 


surprising unanimity, and he will be elected 
in the same manner. Against his involun- 
tary competitor, Judge Trex, there is nothing 
to be said. He is a gentleman of unblem- 
ished reputation and high professional posi- 
tion, and, if it were possible to defeat Mr. 
Barser, the regret would be tempered with 
the reflection that he was beaten by such an 
eminent citizen. As the Democratic Con- 
gressional Committee, however, has gone 
begging with the nomination, and as it 
has finally, after repeated declinations, 
forced it upon Judge Tres, who does not 
waat the office, and will spend neither money 
nor time in the race, and as it is going to 
drag him over the course a dead, inert 
weight, it is evident enough that, if the Re- 
publicans of the Third District do their duty 
on the 5th of November, Mr. Barsee will be 
elected by an overwhelming majority. 

The prospécts in. all three districts are 
good for a Republican victory. To insure 
that victory it is only necessary for every 
Republican to vote and work for his candi- 
date, to be active in rallying the whole 
strength of the party, and to watch the 
ballot-boxes with vigilance. Chicago has a 
large majority for honest money. If it does 
not cast that majority, it can only be either 
because of the supineness of Republicans, or 
because their majority has been obliterated 
by corrupt and dishonest means. 


PAYING DEBTS IN FIAT MONEY. 

There are a great number of persons in all 
parts of the country who are in debt and whose 
land is in mortgage, and who, because of 
the depreciation in the value of property, as- 
sume that if Congress would authorize the 
issue of absolute paper money” in suffl- 
cient quantity it would sink in value so 
much and be so abundant that, being legal- 
tender, existing debts could be paid off and 
mortgages discharged at a reduction of one- 
half or one-quarter of their amount in pres- 
ent money. 

We suppose—and all the facts and circum- 
stances justify the supposition—that, were it 
not for the expectation and hope that the is- 
sue of this scrip would in some way enable a 
man to pay his evisting debts at a compara- 
tively small cost to himself, the advocates of 
fiat shinplasters would be few and far be- 
tween. 

The argument runs thus: Aisa farmer 
owing a mortgage on his land for $5,000, 
bearing 9 per cent interest. B is a mechanic 
owing a mortgage on his home of $1,500, 
bearing 8 percent interest. Wheat is sell- 
ing at $1 per bushel, and wages are $2 a day. 
If fiat money be issued, it will depreciate to 
25 or 30 cents on the dollar; wheat will sell 
for 83 or $4 per bushel, and wages will rise 
to $6 or $8 per day in this cheap stuff. The 
money, being legal-tender, can be forced on 
creditors and employed to pay off mortgages, 
after which these persons will have no fur- 
ther interest in or desire for- fiat money. 

It is only because these tempting induce- 
ments are held out by office-seeking dema- 
gogues that persons, embarrassed finan- 
cially, favor a scheme which their good 
sense, common honesty, and past experience 
must convince them is fallacious and ruin- 
ous. This they all admit, but they expect 
it to hold out long enough to disembarrass 
them, and then they will not care how soon 
the trash is abolished. They regard it as a 
kink of new-fangled bankrupt law, which 
will enable the desperately-embarrassed 
debtor to retain his property and sponge 
out his obligations at the same time. 

Does it never occur to these persons that 
it is possible they are.following a delusion ; 
that they are cheating themselves, and that 
it is nüt in the power of Congress, short of a 
total revolution, to make any such fiat money 
as is proposed a legal-tender to pay any debt 
now existing? Will they consider the facts 
and circumstances, and then say what 
chance they can have to pay off existing 
debts in fiat paper ? 

The Congress, in 1862, under the irresisti- 


ble necessities of war, issued Treasury 


notes which promised on their face to pay 
dollars to the bearer. These notes were 
made legal-tender. A dollar as then de- 
fined by the laws of the United States rep- 
resented a given weight of gold or a given 
weight of silver of certain proportions as to 
fineness. The legal-tender notes thus issued, 
while not dollars and not professing to be 
dollars of themselves, were promises to pay 
coin dollars. There is, therefore, a 
very wide and natural distinction be- 
tween the issue of paper notes to circulate 
as money, which are the promises of the 
Government to pay the bearer in gold or 
silver dollars,” and paper of no value in 
itself, and containing no promise to pay in 
anything, but purporting to be dollars” in 
fact as well as in law. The Supreme Court 
of the United States sustained the validity 
of the greenbacks because of the necessity 
which demanded the loan in that form, and 
because they were issued in anticipation of 
the public revenue, they being made payable 
out of the public revenue, and because they 
were payable in coin dollars. The Court 
said ; 

It is clear these notes are obligations of the 
United States. Their name imports obligation, 
and every one of them bears on its face a promise 
to pay a certain sam. The dollar-note is a promise 
to pay @ dollar ; and the dollar intended is the coin 


dollar of the United States,—a certain weight and 
fineness of gold or silver. 


It is clear that 1f the United States, under 
the power to borrow money, must issue to 
the lender an obligation to pay him dol- 
lars, meaning the constitutional coin dollars 
of the United States, the issue of paper 
dollars not in the nature of an obligation or 
a promise to pay, in coin or any other form 
of dollars of value, is something wholly dif. 
ferent, is not a loan, is not borrowing 
money, and ig not the kind,. quality, or 
character of paper intended for circulation 
which the Court decided could lawfully be 
made a legal-tender, ~ 

The greenbacks being notes redeemable in 
coin, and the flat paper dellar being some- 
thing entirely different, nothing in the word, : 
spirit, intent, or meaning of the Court in 
declaring the greenback lawful can have any 
authority or application to the issue of fiat 
money. | a 

All the existing private debts in the United 
States are payable in gold, or in coin, or in 
‘“‘lawfal money,” which includes greenbacks 
and coin. There are coin debis existing un- 
der special written contracts, which con- 
tracts the Supreme Court has upheld. In 
some States taxes are, by State laws, made 
payable in coin, and the Court has affirmed 
that even greenbacks are not legal-tender in 
payment of such taxes. In the absence of 
special contracts, all private debts are paya- 
ble by law in coin, or in ‘greenbacks, which 
in turn are to be redeemed in coin. We 
have shown that the Court has held that 
greenbacks are themselves a contract to pay 
the bearer coin dollars. If there were any 
doubt as to this, the act of Congress of 1869 
‘‘solemnly pledged” the national faith to 


that the promise of the notes should 
kept. Six years later Congress fixed the 
date at which the notes should be so re- 
deemed in gold and silver dollars. 

All the debts in the United States existing 
at this time are, therefore, by contract, and 
by contract having the force of law, payable 
in coin, or in national notes promising re- 
demption in coin, and which by contract on 
the part of the Government are payable on 
and after a certain date in gold and silver. 

Now, we submit to the good sense and in- 
telligent judgment of those in debt who ad- 
vocate ‘‘ fiat” money, whether, in case Con- 
gress should direct an issue of fiat paper, 
they can ever expect to discharge an existing 
contract legally payable in coin, or paper 
promising to pay coin, with scrip which is 
not a national obligation, which is not a 
promise to pay coin, which is not redeema- 
ble in coin at a specified date, or at any time, in 
anything whatever, and which professes to be 
dollars other than the coin dollars of the 
United States of certain weights in gold or 
silver. 

We have shown, we think, that the issue 
of “fiat” paper dollars is something wholly 
distinct from the issue of paper promises to 
pay coin dollars, and, therefore, there is no 
analogy whatever between the legal reason- 
ing which declare the latter issue to be legal 
under all the circumstances and the claim for 
the issue of fiat money. The issue of fiat” 
money would be an entirely new question, 
without precedent and without one word of 
judicial suggestion. 

Do any of these men who favor the issue 
of tons of fiat” scrip in the hope of finding 
a relief in paying their present debts, believe 
that any Court, or any Judge of any Court, in 
the United States would sanction such a 
doctrine as that Congress could “ borrow ” 
money in time of peace and give no token or 
evidence of its liability and of the 
national obligation to redeem the loan 
in the dollars of the country, 
which the Courts from 1789 to 1878 have 
held to mean the coin dollars of the United 
States? Not one creditor would accept a 
dollar of such money in liquidation of his 
claim ; no Court would recognize the tender 
of such money as having any legal value 
or price; and the fiat scrip, branded with il- 
legality, would perish in the hands of the 
dupes who should seek it, intending to use 
it to discharge debts without the employ- 
ment of any money. 

CRIME AND EDUCATION. 

The criminal classes have become so large 
in the United States, and are increasing so 
rapidly, that statesmen and patriots are filled 
with dismay when they contemplate the pos- 
sibilities of the near future. There is no 
doubt but that a large majority of the people 
in every civilized community are better than 
their forefathers; but it cannot be disputed 
that wickedness has made a corresponding 
progress in the race with goodness. The 
rascals of to-day are smarter and more cun- 
ning than their ancestors. A higher degree 
of intelligence has been applied to the com- 
mission of crime. An ignoramus may steal 
a horse or a pocketbook, or commit a burg. 
lary, but it requires business tact, cunning, 
shrewdness, and skill to get control 
of a corporation, hoodwink the Direct- 
ors and stockholders of a joint-stock 
company, gobble its assets, and elope 
and live like a Prince in some 
foreign Capital. A successful highwayman 
or murderer would lack the capacity required 
in an accomplished forger or counterfeiter. 
The Evil One, who sowed tares amongst the 
wheat while the husbandman slept, has not 
always confined his labors to agriculture, 
but has invaded the higher domain of intelli- 
gence, and poisoned the fountains of educa- 
tion. Somehow that portion of the moral 
universe presided over by the Devil is more 
prolific and easier of cultivation than that 
devoted to the best interests of the human 
race. Weeds, thistles, and brambles seem to 
flourish without the husbandman’s atten- 
tion, while wheat, corn, and cotton require 
unceasing industry and attention. On the 
other hand, tramps, burglars, defaulters, and 
thieves of all sorts, big and little, seem to be 
indigenous to the soil, and multiply accord- 
ing to the highest arithmetical series. 

The criminal classes in this country are 
not only very large already and constantly 
increasing, but they are maintained at a 
most extravagant and enormous expense. 
By our present complicated apd expensive 
legal machinery, the business of arresting, 
indicting, trying, convicting, sentencing, 
and maintaining a convict is oftentimes ten 
times more costly to the taxpayers, simply 
viewed from the money standpoint, than it 
would be to have graduated him with 
the highest honors of his class at either of 
the best educational institutions in the land. 
And persons interested in the study of 
sociology begin to ask if it is not everyway 
better to prevent crime than to punish it. 
The best educators have long advocated this 
doctrine, and have patiently awaited the 
decision of the stupid public, that can only 
be reached sometimes through the pocket, 
The pocket-nerve is getting more and more 
sensitive, as the bills for the support of 
crimina!s are paid. What can be done? Some 
advanced thinkers and writers upon the 
subject say that the State must begin at the 
fountain-head and educate all pauper and 
otherwise dependent children, and thus 
convert into good citizens the class that are 
sure to vex and torment us, if left to them- 
selves. That is on the theory that educa- 
tion is the great and infallible panacea for 
the prevention of crime; but is it? Can 
bad blood be purified by intellectual and 
moral culture so that the vicious tendency 
of heredity may be overcome? Educators 
often become specialists, and specialists be- 
come extremists. But statistics seem to 
prove that education, moral and intellectyal, 
is the best and only cure for crime. What 
one vicious family is capable of doing in the 
line of evil is well told by Mr. Dvapare in 
his remarkable history of the Juxx family. 
In this family, running through six genera- 
tions, there were 206 paupers, 76 criminals, 
and 128 prostitutes. All these were reared 
in ignorance and neglect, and surrounded by 
bad influences from early childhood. 
Esor's fable about roiling the water 
up stream holds good in the blood of the hu- 


man race as well. Porz's familiar couplet, 


‘Tis education forms the common mind, 
Just as the twig is bent the tree’s Inclined, 


is as true to-day as ever. At a State Con- 
vention of the Directors of the Poor, held 
recently at Pittsburg, Mr. L. P. Atbrx, 
Superintendent of the State School for De- 
pendent Children, Coldwater, Mich., read a 
paper to show that the ranks of our paupers 
and criminals are chiefly recruited from neg- 
lected and dependent children. Some of 
Mr. Aupen’s statistics are worthy of ro- 
capitulation and serious attention.

OFFICER RACE. 


Johnny Lamb Identified as the 
Murderer. 
A Dramatic Scene in the Court-Room 
—“ That Is the Man.” 


Lamb Renews His Denials-- 
Summary of the Evidence. 


LAMB HELD FOR MURDER. 

The Race mystery bas, if the witnesses can be 
believed, at last been cleared up. After two 
weeks of per) lexing inquiry, and after the ex- 
amination of dozens of wituesses, none of whom 
were able to positively identify the real mur- 
derer of the unfortunate police-officer, an unex- 
pected relief came yesterday in the person of a 
colored woman who said she had been an eye- 
witness of the murder, and who, in the presence 
of the Coroner’s jury and a crowded court- 
room, pointed out the man who had done the 
bloody deed. The inquest began in a bum- 
drum manner, and bade fair to be but a repe 
tition of the previous sessions. 

DR. J, J. SMITH, 

of No. 1041 Indiana avenue, testified that he 
was, at about 4 o’clock on the day of the mur- 
der, at the pawnshop of Friedberg, wishing to 
purchase a watch. The witness stood talking 
with Friedberg at the door, and just then two 
men in a spring wagon drove up. The horse was 
a whitish-gray, and he could identify him 
again. Ihe horse was jaded. He had 
a dark spot on the left side of the neck. He had 
subsequently been shown a horse at the police- 
station which was the same horse. One of the 
men entered the pawnshop and the other re- 
mained on the seat. Friedberg recognized the 
man, and asked the witness to excuse him a 
minute. Friedberg shook hands with the man, 
and went back into the store, where the two en- 
gaged in conversation. He could recognize the 
menif he saw them. (The witness was here 
shown the photographs of George IT. Williams 
andthe Suceny,“ but did not identify them 
with the two men whom he had seen at the 
pawnshop.) He had been shown the four men 
now in custody, and could not identify any of 
them. The man who went intothe pawnshop 
was dark-featured, with a brown mustache and 
beard, slightly mixed with gray, and seemed to 
be about 40 years old. 

One of the prisovers (Lynnette) was brought 
up from his cell and shown to the witness, who 
thought that he resembled the man whom he 
bad seen at the pawnshop, but he could not 
swear positively. Lamb, avother prisoner, was 
also brought up, and bim, tov, the witness fail- 
ed te identify. 

MICHAEL SCHACK, 
detective on the city police force, testified that 
on the night of the murder be was walking 
along Indiana street with another officer. it 
was about 10 o’clock. He met Driscol! in a 
saloon at the corner of Market, who asked him 
to take a drink. Driscoli had been arrested the 
dav before, and Sad just given bail and gotten 
out of the statid®.. The witness took a cigar, 
and then called Driscoll out and told him to 
to keep away from tliat saloon. He promised 
that he would. The witness then, with Officer 
Whalen, went along Market to Kinzie street, 
and im the alley saw three men, 
one of whom was Lamb. As soon as Lamb saw 
them he started away quickly. The witness 
thought this was strange, because he had 
talked with Lamb for a long time the day be- 
fore, and they were well acquainted. (The wit- 
ness was shown the prisoner Lane, aud identi- 
fied him as one of the three.) At aboutl 
o’clock that night the witness was called out of 
bed by two officers, who told him that Officer 
Race had been killed by thieves. He got up and 
met Supt. Dixon; who told him to look out for 
that particular gang whose headquarters were 
in the saloon at the corner of Iudiana and Mar. 
ket. street. Driscoll was arrested at about 5 
o’clock that morning. The witness questioned 
Driscoll, who told bim he had been ‘in the sa- 
loon all the evening previous. The saloon- 
keeper, however, told him that Driscoll had 
just come into the saloon before the witness 
did that evening. The witness knew Lamb, 
Lane, Durfre, the Sheeny. and Griffin to be 
professional thieves. The day before the shoot- 
ing, while talking with Lamb, that person had 
told him that be would never be arrested again, 


' for he would either get away or be hung. 


I. P. WEINAND, 

of No. 43 Harmon court, a saloon-keeper, testi- 
fied that on the night of the murder he was 
standing in his saloon when a man came in who 
seemed greatly excited, and asked for 10 cents’ 
worth of whisky, at the same time taking out a 
little pocket-flask. The witness thought at the 
time that he was a crook. The man hastily 
left after paying for the drink. 

At this point a dramatic scene took place. 
Lane was brought into the court-room, but the 
witness failed to iaentify him. Lamb was then 
orought up, and the witness said: No; that is 
not the man.“ Just then Lamb turned partly 
around, and a colored woman sitting on a bench 
among the witnesses exclaimed : 

‘“* GENTLEMEN, THAT'S THE MAN 
that was sitting in the wagon. That's the very 
one.“ 

Supt. Dixon immediately called the woman to 
the witness chair. She testified that ber name 
was Josephine Chapman, and that she lived at 
No. 186 Fourth avenue. On the night of the 
murder she was coming out of Fredigke’s drug- 
store, at about 9:45, and saw a wagon with a 
white horse standing in front of the pawn-shop. 
Two men were in the wagon, and Officer Race 
was on the sidewalk. The officer started to lift 
up the cloth, that was in the back part of the 
wagon, when ove of the men said, Any —— 
— that stops this wagon will be a dead 
man.“ A moment after the other man 
jumped off and ran across the street. 
The first man sat still, and a moment after be 
drew a revolver and shot the officer in the head. 
She partially identified the murderer as Johnny 
Lamb who had just been shown to her. 

This testimony created an if) mense sensation. 
Supt. Dixon again caused Lamb to be produced, 
and had a slouch hat placed on his head. The 
witness again said firmly, *‘ Yes, sir, that’s the 
man that did the shooting.“ Lamb trembled, 
and bis swarthy complexion turned pale. He 
was immediately taken away. There was great 
excitement in the court-room. Supt. Dixon 
said, ‘*‘ We've struck the truth at last.“ 

One of the jurors wanted to know why this 
witness had not been brought in before. Supt. 
Dixon exviained that it bad been difficult to get 
hold of all the witnesses, except as be could hear 
of them here and there. The murder taking 
place on the public street rendered it impossible 
to know exactly just who were there. 

The witness repeated her story. She said 
Officer Race asked the man what he had got 
in the wagon. Lamb replied, fiercely, Any 
—— —— that stops this wagon or takes me off 
is a dead man. She noticed him particularly 
because ot the extraordinarv language. If Lamb 
were placed before her in a crowd of a hundred 
men she could pick him out. 

This closed the testimony and the jury re- 
tired, but soon returned witb the following 

VERDICT: 

We, the jury, find that the eaid Albert Race 
came to his death on the 4th day of October, 1878. 
from a pistoi-shot wound from 4 revolver in the 
hands of John Lamb, and we believe that the fol 
lowing parties: James Driscoll, James Griffin 
(alias Orr), George Freeman (alias Sheeney), John 
Melvin, William Lynett, Witlhiam Lane, and Philo 
Durphy, were accessory to the crime, and we ask 
the Coroner to hold the said parties without bail to 
await the action of the Grand Jury. We also de- 
sire to express it as Our Opinivn that Lesser Fried- 
burg is possessor of a guilty knowledge of this 
whole matter.

THE TESTIMONY. 

It is a curious circumstance that the last wit- 
ness, out of a dozen appearing before the Coro- 
ner's jury, was the most important. The col- 
ored woman, Josephine Chapman, swore ;:yes- 
terday that John Lamb was one of the. two men 
in the express wagon; that Lamb threatened to 
shoot the officer; that the other man then 
jumped out of the wagon; that the officer 
started to lift the cloth in the wagon covering 
the stolen goods; that then Lamb fired the 
fatal shot. This puts a new aspect on the case, 
as it has generally been taken for granted that 
the man who jumped out of the wagon first did 
the shooting. 

Bertha Harvey, a witness in the habeas corpus 
case in behalf of Friedberg, the pawnbroker, 
testified that tte young man who brought the 
goods into the pawnshop was dressed in black. 
ana wore u cab. Patrick Harvey testified that 
the man was low-statured, clean-shaven, wear- 
ing a soft hat and black clothes. Dr. J. J. Smith 
testified that there were two men in the Wagon, 
one small, light-complexioned, about 30 vears 
old, and the other about 40, with a roughish 
= beard and a mustacbe parted in the mid- 

le. 
At the inquest Patrick Harvey repeated his 
previous testimony. He identified “ Sheeny 
G „* picture as that of one of the men 
who cameto Friedberg’s at the time of the 
murder, and he also thought that he identined 
the photograph of Williams as that of the other 


had a mustache. 
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man. Josie Atherton testified 
sons were in the wagon; that the one 
nearest the officer fired the shot, and 
that he had a smooth face and wore 
a slouch bat. William Harmon was coming 
down State street on the opposite side to the 
pawnshop. As the shot was fired the man on 
the east side of the wagon jumped off and ran 
across the street, but he was not the man who 
fired the shot. This witness ran into the mid- 
dle of the street to intercept the murderer, who 
had turned his horse north and was driving 
away. The man was dark-complexioned and 
The witvess was shown John 
Lamb in the court-room, and then testified that 
to his best knowledge and belief Lamb was the 
man, but he could not swear to it. Peter Ott 
testified that on the night of the murder Lamb 
Lane, Durphy, Lynette, Driscoli, Griffin, an 
Dennis were in his saloon at6o’clock. At 11 
o’clock Lamb apd Melville came iu and hada 
drink. Lamb was greatly excited, and borrowed 
a dollar ot him. John Gillen testified to having 
secn Lamb in McMahon’s saloon, corner 
of Indiana and Market streets, at 11 o’clock 
on the night of the murder; that Lamb sat in a 
chair and watened a game of pool, but said 
nothing to anybody. William Larramore testi- 
fied that he was two lots aud a half away when 
the shot was fired; that he saw a man run 
across the street: that a yellow animal was in 
front of bim, —either a cat or a dog,—and wit- 
ness expected to hear another shot. The 
witness could not identify either this man or 
the one in the wagov. Sylvester Leser, a boy, 
testified that he was with Larramore and saw a 
man come out of the pawushob and get into the 
wagon, in which was another man sitting down. 
When the shot was fred the man sitting down 
umped off from the wagon and ran towards the 
oo He didn’t know which fired the shot, nor 
could he identify the men. 

These were all the important witnesses that 
were on the stand before yesterday’s examina- 


tion.

LAMB INTERVIEWED ABOUT IT. 

John Lamb, the latest candidate for the gal- 
lows in Cook County, is a thin-faced and dark- 
featured man of about 35 years. He wears a 
black mustache, and his countenance is rep- 
dered striking by a pair of piercing black eyes, 
His form is slender, and those policemen who 
have known him for many years say that he was 
formerly stouter and possessed of no ordivary 
muscle, and that hard drinking has reduced him 
to his present condition. He is a product of Chi- 
cago slums, having been brought up from child- 
hood in this city. He has now a mother resid- 
ing on West Fourteenth street, but itisa long 
time since he has lived at home. He has been 
“crooked “ for about twenty years, and has had 
acareful training in the art of burglarv from 
the most eminent professionals. Columns 
might tie filled with a recital of his exploits. 
Yet, with his record so well known and so easily 
proven, he stood before the TRInUx reporter 
vesterday evening, and, with fears in his eyes, 
protested his innocence of the crime now 
charged against him. To bear him talk one 
would think him au houest working-lad who had 
never deviated from the path of rectitude, 

Mau heard the colored woman, Lamb, when 
she declared that you were the man that fired 
the shot which killed Office Race.“ 

„Mes, I heard her, and | was never more as- 
tonished in my life. I don’t see how she could 
perjure herself iu such a manner.“ 

Did vou ever see her before!“ 

„never set my eyes on her. Where did she 
say she was when the killing was done!“ 

Just passing the pawnshop.’’ 

‘It is strange that she should be so positive 
when there were a dozen Other people who saw 
the shooting and who can’t say that I am the 


one.“ 

“You still deny that you know anything about 
the murder!“ 

‘‘Deny it? Ot course 1 do. I haven't been 
on State street in five months. The last time 1 
was on State street was in April.“ 

Ho does it oy that you kept away 
from State street so long!“ 

“Tn April | went to Milwaukee, and was sept 
up for three months soon after arriving there.“ 

‘*What was that for!“ 

% For carrying concealed weapons. The Wis- 
consin laws are very hard on this point. They 
can send a man up for two years for simply car- 
ring a revolver.“ 

This was said with the injured air of one who 
laments the injustice of u tyrrannical statute. 


Lamb had been all this time standing inside 


his cage with his arms folded tightly behind 
him, as H he were under mental constraint. 

‘*When did you come back to the city! 

„About a month ago, and was picked up and 
sent out to the Bridewell as avagrant. I only 
got out from the Bridewell Thursday, and the 
shooting was Friday sient. I didn’t have time 
to get into any job, vou sce.“ 

But Detective Schaack says that he saw you 
on the night of the murder near the saloon on 
Market street, talking with two thieves.” 

„But that was beforg 10 o’clock, and the 
shooting was done at half past 9.” 

‘*Schaack says it was Half-past 10 when hesaw 
you there.”’ 

Lean prove by two or three 
witnesses that I was at the saloon all the even- 
ing. 

„But you were not there when Schaack went 
in and took a cigar with Driscoll.““

all the evening.“ 

But you were with two men when Schaack 
met you on Market street.“

that tried to arrest you“

JUST NORTH OF MADISON. . 
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Tux INDIANS. 


The Government Failure to 
Furnish Them with Ra- 
tions. 


Almost Utter Extinction of the Buffalo in 
That Oountry. 


Gen. Sheridan has received some very impor- 
tant communications bearing upon Indian sup- 
plies, which go to show that the causes that led 
the Northern Cheyennes to leave the reserva- 
tion at Fort Reno were a lack of rations and 
other supplies promised by the Government, 
when those Indians were induced to ge on the 
reservation set apart for them. 

Under date of Sept. 19, Maj. J. K. Mizner, of 
the Fourth Cavairy, commanding at Fort Reno, 
calis the attention of Gen. Po e, commanding 
the Departmentof the Missouri, to the following 
statement of the quantities and kind of supplies 
furnished for che subsistence of the Indians at 
the Cheyenne and Arapaboe Acency for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 187¥, and in connec- 
tion therewith to the amounts of the same nec- 
essary to subsist thuse Indians to the same date, 
that the very large deficiency that must exist 
may be made more apparent:

Maj. Mizner says: “* Uniess the deficiency is 
suoviied, great suffering to those Indians must, 
of necessity, result. It has been the practice 
and policy of the Indian Department to send a 
large part of the indians on a buffalo-hunt four 
or five months each year, and it is presumed 
that with such an expedient in view only eigut 
months’ supplies have been furnished, witha 
hope thatthe Iudians can subsist themseives 
for at least four months during the present fiscal 
year. Such a hope will, I am satisfied, be a vain 
one, and, indeed, cannot be depended upon. 

“Two vears ago the Indians had a successful 
bunt, and subsisted themselves for about five 
months. A yearago their hunt was a disas- 
trous fail avery large numberof the 
Indians absent from the Agency without ra- 
tions suffered greatly for want of food. They 
goon destroyed ail the small game that could be 
found, then lived for a time on dogs, coyotes, 
and uptil beef could be issued to 
them at Camp Supoly to keep them from starv- 
ing until they could reach the Agency. 

“Permission was granted the Indians to go 
on a hunt in July, but, as vo buffalo could be 
found or heard of in the Territory, the Indians 
were advised by the Agent and myself to give 
up the bust, fearing au experience similar to 
that of last winter. Aside from tine considera- 
tion that these Indians should give up the chase 
rather than continue it, as tending to foster a 
warlike spirit and divert their attention from 
more civilized pursuits, it is well known that 
the buffalo have almost entirely disappeared 
from this region. and subsistence from this 
source cannot be depended upon.“ 

“ The contracts made for beef and flour to 
supply the Agency, and the amounts of each of 
the other portion of the ration allowed these 
Indians so lar furnished, seem to indicate that 
the Interior Department did not intend to sup- 
ply more than a two-thirds’ supply for tne year, 
or only what will suffice for eigut months, de- 

as heretofore upon the usual buffalo- 
. bunt to make up the balance, and as this cannot 
be relied on, the supplying of the deficiency 
above shown should at once receive the serious 
attention of the proper authorities. Atteution 
is respectfully invited to Article 5 of the agree- 
ment made at the Red Cloud Agency Sept. 26, 
1876, published in an appendix to Commis- 
sioner’s reoort for the same year. This

Waile it is 
well known that the supply will be inadequate 
for the year, it is, and has at all times been, ir- 
regular. Since the Ist of July and until Sept. 1 
the indians have had little else than beef. A full 
issue of flour has been made twice. The 
indians are subjected to many ageravations, 
and men of more gentle nature would not be 
sto. to complain. 

It seems proper for me to present all the 
facts for the consideration of the Department 
Commander, that he may urge, through the 
War Wepartment,a more kind and humane 
treatment of these savages, and, if necessary, 
that the attention of the Fresident be called to

He says the Indians were also 
promised houses for the Cuieſs and assistance to 
bui'd houses for the others. and cattle, hogs, ete., 
none of which promises have been carried out.

An Autumn-Ramble in the Old Country- 
Stray Notes in a Semersetshire Village, 
Etc. 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Lonpon, Eng., Sept. 30.—I{ the awful stories 
of yellow-fever have left room for mention of 
more distant horrors in Tus TRIBUNE, you 
may have heard of the terrible calamity that 
bas just overtakeu the unhappy miners of the 

Ebbey Vale Colliery, near Cardiff. two 

hundred and seventy souls called suddenly to 

juugment! Over 500 helpless women and 
children left destitute! It troubles the 
most steadiast Christian to understand 
the necessity for such tremendous cal- 
amities. The heart sickens as you 
read; the eyes grow dim with tears; but noth- 
ing avails those 270 corpses lying at the botto’n 
of the deadly valiey, beuind the fair hills I see 
before me when I iook across the waters of the 

British Channel from my windows iu the little 

English villa from which 1 date this letter.

quiet, English, cosy, and healthful; and I am 
iar from regretting the chanve that took me to 
it this September. Here all is peaceful, and the 
misery of the Kdbbw Vale seems very, very iar 
from us. Down on the pier the bana plays on 
unconcerned. The sca ebbs and flows, flows and 
ebbs, indifferent or cruel. Clevedon ** society y 
(such poor, unambitious society that I almost 
want te apologize for naming it to 
you) comes and goes at its usual 
hcurs to the Market-Place and the 
Beach. But somehow I cant get 
those miners out of my head. Hardly a week 
belore, a thrill of anguish went through the 
land as it heard of the loss of the ill-fated 
Princess Alice at Woolwich, within sizht of 
miguty London. S:ven hundred perished in 
the ioul Thames mud! With the dead over the 
Channel there, aud the victims of some two or 
three railway-accideuts at Sittingbourne and 
elsewhere, roughly say a thousand!

Turner, by the way, used to come nere te study 
those marvelous sunsets with which be bas till- 


ed so many glorious pictures. I Lappened to 
allude to tne circumstance iu conversation wita 
an English country geutleman to-day,—edu- 
cated, as education goes Gown bere,—a lawyer, 
and the heir-expectancy to a considera- 
dle fortune. “it must be a mistake, 
said he.

Gold was steady at 100% all day. and has lost its 
exciting position as a speculative commodity. 
Secretary Sherman dominates the market with his 
offer to prepay called donds in gold, and the pre- 
mium is furtner held in its natural position by the 
constant arrivals of gold from Europe. Not only 
England but France is con tibuting to the store of 
specie with which the United States are to meet 
specie resumption. Secretary Sherman wae 
quoted in yesterday’s dispatches as re- 
ferring to large quantities of gold 
that are s00n to arrive here. 
Gold is now beginning to flow steadily into ths 
country. The Paris correspondent of the London 
Mppnomist writes, Oct. 3, that ‘*Gold is being 
sent to New York to purchase corn, the crop in 
France being now admitted to be at least 20 per cent 
below the average. The stedmer which will leave 
Havre on Saturday will take out about 10,000, 000 
francs in gold. Tne Bank of France has fortunately 
a certain stock of eagles which it sells at 1% per 
1,000 premium abdove the standard price of 3,093 
france 30 centimes per kilo., the official price of 
fine gold being 3, 437 francs, - that is to say, 3,437 
francs, less 10 ver cent for nine-tentbs fine, equals 
3, 093 francs 30 centimes. 

Foreign exchange made no further advance, but, 
in consequence of the smal! supply of bills, trans- 
actions were kept close to the nominal quotations. 
Sterling exchange is 480 for sixty days and 486 for 
Exchange on Paris was 5214 and „lx. 
There was no improvement in the offerings of com- 
mercia! bills, bat the present interruptionin the 
export trade will mot be more than temporary, and 
consequently it is not expected the present firm- 
ness in rates will continue. In bankers’ bills al- 
most all the dealings are in sight. 

Government bonds were firm, and this was par- 
ticularly noticeabie in 676. These bonds at pres- 
ent prices are cheap if the sales of 4 per cents are 
to remain slack, as seems not unlikely, with the 
prospects before us of an improved money market. 
The quotations for the Chicago market are given 
below. speculative transactions in Governwents 
were attempted in New York by the foreign bank- 
ers in anticipation of a decline in London anda 
profit in imoortations. But the unexpected strength 
of the London market compelled these seliers to 
cover their short sales. 

The withnolding of foremu orders for grain and 
provisions, and the low prices ruling on the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade, have affected tne country de- 
mands on the Chicago Banks for currency. Coun- 
try applications fur rediscounts have likewise 
diminished, and the prospects are that the present 
light movement of stuff to market will continue to 
be a feature of local business until prices improve. 

Orders for New York exchange at the Chicago 
banks were heavier than tbe currency orders. The 
price was 50c per $1,000 premium between banks. 

Discounts were not active. There was a iair 
supply of mercantile paper, but country redis- 
counts are less, and thé market as a whole is over- 
supplied with ioanable funds. Rates of discount 
are 6@10 per cent to feguiar customers, with 
special rates to good outside borrowers on call or 
short time. |

The situation abroad was represented by private 
and press dispatches to be quiet, and firmer than 
had been expected. Cossols remained steady at 
04 5-16, and, with the exception of the increase of 

te discount rate by the Bank of Beigium to 4% 
per cent from 3% per cemt; there were no unfavor- 
able symptoms. The Bank of England gained 
$2, 000, 000 in specie, and the fact that it is en- 
abled to hold its minimum rate down to 6 per cent 
is reassuring. Six percentisa nigh but not ex- 
traordinary minimum rate, In 1857 the rate was 
raised to 10 per cent, as if, was also in 18686. Dur- 
ing the panic in this country in 1873, the mini- 
mum rate was 8@9 per cent for several weeks. 

The loss by the City of Giasgow Bank failure 
proves to be less than the first estimates of $50, - 
000, 000 in the telegraphic dispatches, but consid- 
erably more than the London Tes firet estimate, 
which was $10,000,000. The Times of yesterday 
puts the loss at a moderate and favorable calcula- 
tion at $31,000,000. ‘This is a terrible blow to the 
stockholders and to the pride of the Scotch in 
Scotch banking. There has certainly never been a 
worse bank failure than that of the City of Glas- 
gow Bank. All the elements of scoundrelism and 
carelessness that make up bad banking are to be 
seen in its management. Chicago has had some 
unique specimens of bad banking, but its Spencers 
have done nothing worse than has been done by 
the Glasgow bankers, In an editorial on the re- 
suite of the failure of the City of Glasgow Bank, 
the London 7imes says: 

It would be premature as yet to speculate on the 
extent of the mischief which the Glasgow Bank 
failure will bring to light. No one canteil. An 
epidemic of faiiures, when it oegins with so viru- 
lent a case, Must run its course. One group of 
firme after another must be affected, and it is only 
as tne envagements of each group fall due thatthe 
full severity of the eil becomes apparent. All 
that can be now said is that for montus and yeare— 
ever since the Collie catastrophe in 1875, in short 
credit has been generally inilated; and we may 
hope, consequently, that there are not the materials 
for such crashes asthe money market has formerly 
Witnessed. On the other hand. as has been freeiy ac- 
knowledéged in Lomoard street for months past, the 
course of trade lately has veen such as to eat away 
= substance of not a few firms even of high 

anding. Losses have accumulated during years 
of depression; to assist old and well-tried custom- 
ers Who are bearing these losses, some banks may 
have gradually involved themselves in advances be- 
yond their means: and there are probavly materials 
for some serious troubles, although possibly not of 
the magnitude which a failure like that of the City 
of Glasgow Bank has so often entailed. Hence 
there must be caution and suspense in trade for 
sume months to come, however confident peopie 
may be that no great mischief will eveniually come 
to light. 

The London Zconomist, which does not think the 
failures in Great Britain are going to produce a 
panic, gives an intesesting comparison of the differ- 
ence in the present condition of the Bank of En- 
giand and its condition in 1857:

Good wheat flour now costs but a shade over 1 
penny per pound in England, and wheat seven- 
eighths of a penny. These are very low prices, and 
cannot be otherwise than extremely welcome, 
when the industries of that country are so terribly 
prostrated as now. 

The leading produce markets were steadier Sat- 
urday. Wheat was firmer and oats sold higher, 
while other grain exhibited less change. Provis- 
ions were dulland hogs weak. The leading facts 
of the day’s news were an advance of 8d per quarter 
on wheat cargoes off the English coast, and a big 
run of hogs here for Saturday, which materially 
weakened prices. The receipts of grain appeared 
to be on the decrease, and the outward movement 
was fair in volume. 

Joboers of dry goods report a continued good 
business. The cooler weather of the past few 
days has given a decided impetus to the distribu- 
tion of the class of goods specially adapted to win- 
ter wear. Prices remain steady all around. Gro- 
ceries met witha fair general demand, and most 
lines displayed a steady firmness. Coffees remain 
in an unsettled state, but no further important de- 
cline is looked for at present.

Another Englishman Amongst Us — The 
Famous London Orator—Victor Hugo's 
„ Cosette” at the Boston Theatre—Mr. 
Louis James as “Jean Valjean ”"—A Proba- 
ble New Play—The Laay of the Aroos- 
took—A Baronet Dies of Pork and Beans. 

From Our Otten Correspondent. 

Boston, Oct. 17.—And here is another En- 
glishman come to see America, and to reap the 
benefits of the rather celebrated American lec- 
ture-audiences. There is no doubt that most, if 
not all, of these visiting gentlemen, whose ob- 
ject is to appear upou the lecture-platform, have 
got an exaggerated idea of the money to be 
made from lecturing here. The Thackeray and 
Dickens, specially the Dickens, furore made an 
impression upon the British mind which nothing 
later bas been able to efface. Perhaps, how- 
ever, they are not aware that nobody since 
trom their beloved land has been able to 
draw in a golden harvest, or perhaps each new- 
comer thinks himself of equal importance with 
Thackeray or Dickens, The present aspirant for 
American honors and applause, Mr. Arthur 
Mursell. certainly comes well recommended—if 
I may use that term—by the favorable comment 
of some of England’s most famous men, for 
John Bright, Newman Hall, and Spurgeon call 
him the finest platform-speaker in England. 
Perbaps we might not be particularly impressed 
with the fact of Spurgeon’s admiration; and 
even Newman Hall, though a man whose tastes 
would cover a far wider ground than the sensa- 
tional preacher's, is not of enough consequence 
in America to impress us much with his opin- 
ions. But John Bright, with his own mastery 
of pure Saxon English, and his fame 
as a statesman, and a man who has lis- 
tened to all the Parliamentary eloquence 
for the last twenty years or more, 
must strike any American with that admiring 
respect which would fan a flame of curious in- 
terest in the mind concerning whoever and 
whatever had gained his commendation. 1 
don’t know how mavy of the audience who 
listened to Mr. Mursell

in regard to him. I dare say it was pretty gen- 

erally known, in a general way, that a famous 

London orator was to speak, and, though there 

had been a good deal of disappointment first 

aud last with the oratory of distinguished En- 
ylisbinen, there was a goed deal of expectation 
and anticipation as Mr. Mursell came forward.

THE NOONDAY EXERCISES 

were opened at Farwell Hall yesterday by the 
singing of abymn. Dr. E. F. Goodwin conducted 
the exercises, assisted by the Revs. M. M. Park- 
burst, A. Youker, J. H. Walker. and T. F. Maren. 

The lesson of the morning was the story of the 
prodigal son, which was read by the preacher and 
the congregation alternately. Mr. Goodwin said 
that be was well aware that they were not present 
in the ordinary way of the Sabbath-school gather 
ings op Saturday He had supposed that his 
brother, Moody (who had in the meantime ap- 
peared on the platform), would allow him 
10 lay an injunction upon him to 
put the meeting into his bands. But 
he said nobody obeyed orders except the minister 
when he wae here. He bad put the order upon 
him to open these services, and there was nothing 
to do but to accept. If there was any disappoint- 
ment, it did not lie at his door. He hoped, how- 
ever, when he was through that Mr. Moody would 
ua ve something to say on the subject of the lesson 


of the day. He then said it was very easy to un- 
derstand the teachings of Christ, and all could 
recognize tbe wonderfulness of the presentation 
contained in this lesson. It disclosed the pitying. 
saving love of God. The one great theme was 
God's desire to save meu. He set His mercy over 
against their bard-heartedness and littieness of 
thought. ‘There was a series of pictures presented 
to him that set before them the nature of sin. It 
gave them a knowledge of the fruits of sin and of 
the repentance from sin on the part of the sinner. 
There was the feconciliation also. Among all the 
truths there were no truths which went 
deeper in the great questions that concerned us 
than those truths wulch they bad just read. The 
great thought init was the utter selfishness of 
sion, Here was tbe sin, the one upon whom had 
beed lavished the largeness of a father’s love, who 
und been especially indulged, and on whom it was 
natural would fall the care of the father in nis 
old age. Ine son's desires are all gratified. He 
wanted to take his patrimony and go away from 
home. taough his father counseled him not to go. 
Selfishness set every man moving on a pian which 
he thought best. There were men who hada 
better plan of salvation than the Almighty. God 
bas put man under no compulsion to pray. He 
says that is the wisest way, that is the way to 
happiness, that is the way to peace. Sin spares 
nothing. Whena man sins he sinus all over, from 
head to foot, and from within to the circum- 
ference. Tais young man finally become con- 
vinced of the tyranny of sin, and, after coming 
to want and suffering, thoagnt of tis 
fatner's love. lle thougat he could rely on that, 
and he arose and returned to his home. The 
preacher thanked God tor the latter part of the 
story. 

After singing and pve by the Rev. Arthur 
Litt.e, Mr. Moody said tiere was one thing he 
wanted to call the attention of his hearers to, 
contained in this lesson, that was, that there was 
one thing that boy never lost sight of. and that 
was what brougat him buck. it was his father's 
love. He loved htm mant through it all. He 
never gave him up. He, had no douot thatevery 
persoo on earth had given that boy up but that 
father. He never gave him up. He 
loved him, and followed him wrth his 
prayers, and won him back. The lesson to be 
drawn from that was this; There are hundreds of 
young men who oave got no mothers in Chicago, 
—boys who have no fatner or mother to love them 
and to care for their souls. if a Sunday-school 
teacher will only feel for those young men, 
that, God helping them, they will never give them 
up, or give up any of their scholars, but will fol- 
low them and pray for them, and love them, even 
if they leave tueir classes, and ieave the city and 
go to St. Louis, Cincinnati, or Philadelphia, or New 
York, and no matter li they hear they arespending 
their time with evil companions and with nariots, 
they will certainly win tuem back in time. It was 
that which brought this bey back to his father's 
house. ‘lhe preacher Saw him amid the ewine in 
that far-off country, suffering and in want.

Then they ul think of Chi- 
and of the.,, early days, aud 
the Subbath- school teacher that 
used to pray for them, anu ot the kind letters and 
kind words, and that will „bring them back to the 
fold. He firmly believed that was the Kind of 
teachers we should have ja our Sunday-schools. 
A lady teacher had just tod him since his return 
that she was still working tor God, but was not 
doing much. He had told her be thought she had 
not worked enough. She was there to-day. He 
saw ner. Sue had told him that she taugot ber 
Sunday-school class, and shat was about all. He 
did not think that was enough. if they only gave 
one hour of theif time, these children and 
allowed the Devil to have the rest of the weex, 
he did not think it won] ount to anything. 
They would be lost to the Cburch, to God, and to 
tne Sabbath- school. The teacher shouid meet 
them socially, go to the homes and look after 
them, call them oy name, and show them that they 
had a personal interest in tyem. If the teacher 
went out of the city. instead of running off and 
leaning them to the care ofa. superintendent, they 
should bunt up a good teacher aud write letters to 
them, so as to show they have à personal interest 
in them.

I turned her out of my class, but she was no 
worse than some others, I ought to have clung to 
her. 

Now, when a boy becomes wild, they should fol- 
low them with their prayers and tears. It should 
written upon their hearts, We will never give 
them up. If they went lke this prodigal into the 
very haunts of vice, they should follow them, bop- 
ing that by and by God would bless their efforts, 
and would bring them back, He had heard the 
story of a man who went by the house of a drunk- 
ard whose wife had died and left him one little 
girl, That night, aga neighbor was going by, he 
heard a noise, and when he went to the door he 
found the father was drunk, and had turned the 
little giri into the street. He spoke to the little 
girl and asked herto come home with him, but 
she would not. She said. My mother told me 
when she died never to leave my father, never to 
give him up, and I never will give him up. She 
staid there in the street until ne became sober and 
got over his anger, and then he let her in. That 
drunkard afterwards became a man of God and an 
earnest Christian. That ought to be the language 
of every Savbath-school teacher, I will never 
give him up. They did not know how much they 
might accomplish by winning one of those souls 
to Christ. Little did they know what a boy mivht 
become when he came into their class. He 
knew of a little foreign boy who had come into 
the clases of one of his teacners in Chica- 
go. They did not know and probably 
she didnot know what she had accomplished by 
winning that boy to Christ. He would say that to- 
day he was the most eloquent, the most active, the 
most useful and promising young man io one of 
our Eastern colleges, He took ali the prizes in the 
college as an orater, and, as an orator, he stood at 
the head of all the colleges in the Kast, and he was 
looked upon as one of the most promising young 
men of the day. He had no doubt that God was 
going to make him one of the greatest blessings 
this country ever had, They snould persevere; 
tbey should hold on; they sbould pray that God 
would come to the bearts of every mewber of their 
classes. He found some of the teachers complain- 
mg about their schools pot keeping up in the last 
year. He had worked in this city four years at 
Sunday school work, and there was one thing he 
had learned, and that was that, to get the 
children in our Sabbatn-sechools, they must go to 
their homes and ask them personaily to come. Of 
all the blessings that had come te his soul in this 
city—he was now engaged ina different kind of 
religious work the best work he ever did was in 
going from house to house, trying to get the peo- 
ple to come out to their meetings, and praying at 
their homes. A few years ago there waa a man on 
the banks of a river in New York circulating 
tracts. ‘The day was rainy, and he came across a 
man who had been in Sing Sing, and he was one of 
the worst characters in the city. His wife was a 
common hariot, and they were the scum of the 
city. They never had been in a place of worship. 
This man handed a tract to this sinner. The 
wicked man turned round on him with an oath, and 
told him he was in a queer kind of a business, cir- 
culating those things. It vou are a Cuoristian 
give me your Coat instead of that tract. 

** Very well; here it ie, put it on. 

*‘*T won't put it on. You are the first Christian 
Jever mei. Where do you want me to 1 
want you to go to church. 

That man was Jerry McCauley, in Water street. 
near the Five Points, one of the worst parts of the 
City of New York. He became converted. He 
was saved by the powerof the Holy Ghost. He 
got up and told his exvenence, and went to work 
and brought his wife in. That wife was converted, 
aud joined uim in the work of salvation. For five 
years every night in the week they have had a 
prayer-meeting im that jocality, and re is hardly 
u night that God does not save souls.

Tyng, Jr., of this city; Bishop W. R. Nicholson 
ef the Reformed Episcopal Church, Philadel- 
phia; W. I. Morehead; the Rev. A. J. Gordon, 
of the Clarendon Street Baptist Church, Bos- 
ton; Maurice Baldwin, the Rev. H. M. Parsons, 
of the Presbyterian Church, Buffalo; and the 
Rev. Dr. Rufus W. Clarke, of the Dutch Re- 
formed Church, Albany, ifiting those who be- 
lieve in the personal pre-millennial advent of 
Jesus Christ to meet at the Church of the Holy 
Trinity in ibis city, on the 30th and 3ist of 
October and the Ist of November, to listen to a 
series of papers on the pre millennial advent of 
Jesus Christ, and to join in such discussions as 
‘the topics may suggest. A large number of 
professors, mimisters, and laymen have indorsed 
the call.

The former believe as we do. ex- 
cept, perhaps, in details; the latter advocate 
the uncoysciousness theory, annihilation, acd 
other heresies. Toney do not believe in the 
soul’s existence, the existence of a personal 
devil and a personal Holy Ghost, and are a low 
grade of materialists. Miller's idea was that 
Christ’s coming was to introduce the great ca- 
tustrophe spoken of by Peter, the destruction of 
the world by fire. Bible expositors now are di- 
vided into two great classes,—tbe pre and post- 
milleniallists, or those who expect Curist before 
the milleunium, and;those who postpone his ap- 
pearance until the close of the millennium. The 
pust-millenialist holds that Christ has spiritual- 
ly come, and that in death He mystically comes 
Lo every believer, ana that in the influence of 
Christianity He is always coming. He denies 


the literal interpretation of the promises, con- 


strued according to the laws of language, but 
spiritualizes the promises and prophecies. He 
looks for an extension of Christianity under the 
present dispensation, and by its instrumentali- 
ties, until the whole world shall be converted. 
By the development of the present Christianity, 
and its control through government aud so- 
ciety, he expects the millennium; and at the 
close of this period, however prolonged, be- 
lieves that the Lord will come to judge the 
earth. The pre-millienialist believes$that the 
world is every day growing worse, and that the 
Gospel is the instrument used to gather a peo- 
pie out of the world, not to convert the world. 
At the Lord’s appearing, crime, and discontent, 
and evil will be worse than ever. He believes 
that things are going to the bad ins tead of get- 
ting better, and that, as in the past, so in the 
future, the Lord will come, by a new maniies- 
tation of himself, to introduce the promised 
millennium. The post-millennialist is au opti- 
mist, the pre-millennialist is a pessimist. 

“The whole question,” continued Dr. Tyng, 
“rests upon the principle of ipterpretation of 
the Bible. If interpreted according to the laws 
of language, it means ove thing; if taken in an 
esoteric sense, another. If interpreted in the 
latter sense, then Brigham Young and the Pope 
have just as much ground for their ductrines as 
Protestants. Said a little girl to her mother: 
Mamma, if God didn’t mean what he says, 
why didn’t he say what he meant?’ That's the 
whole question. Tue post-wmillenuialist, for in- 
stance, sag that when in Matthew the coming 
of the Sou of Man is spoken of, it means the 
coming of Titus and the Koman army. We 
think it means what it says. Again, take the 
correspondence between the prophecies and the 
literal life of our Lord. The post-millennialist 
will not deny that the prophecies were fulfilled 
in the life.

Is it not sense to be- 
lieve that the prophecies concerning His second 
coming will be in like manner fuifilled

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ABSOLUTION. 
THE NEW TESTAMENT DOCTRINE. 

The fifth annual Congress of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the Unitea States has just 
closed its session in Cincinnati. It was presided 
over by Bishop JaZgar, of Ohio. Among the 
papers presented was one on “ The New Testa- 
ment Doctrine of Absolution,“ by the Rev. Dr. 
DeKoven, of Racine, of which the following is 


an abstract: 

There are two ways in which my subject 
might be treated: First, by taking the passages 
of the Bibie which bear upon the subject and 
commenting upot them; second, by finding out 
what doctrine of absolution bas, on the whole, 
commended itself to the wisdom of the Church 
of God in all ages, as well as to reason and ex- 
perience, and showing that it agrees with the 
New Testament. A full account uf the subject 
would demand both ways of considering it. The 
time allotted to us compels us to choose 
one, and I choose the latter. What is 
meant by absolution! I answer, primarily the 


forgiveness of sins; but when the word is used 


a certain ecclesiastical meaning has become at- 
tached to it, namely: that torgiveness of sin 
which is declared, pronounced, and conye)ed to 
the penitent by the Church of God, through the 
appointed minister. The word has been further 
narrowed in its meaning so as to be confined to 
sips committed after that sacrament of which 
we say in the creed, I believe in one baptism 
for the remission oi sius.“ ä 

In regard to absolution there are many views, 
both within and without the Church, which may 
de sumined up as follows: 

1. Those who believe that the sinner has only 
togoto Almighty God with true sorrow and 
faith in Jesus and ask for forgiveness, and that 
he does not need. and ought not to require, 
Church or. priest, Sacrament or ordinance (to 
use a phrase which is at the same time an argu- 
ment). to come between nim and his God and 


Savior. 

2. Those who hold that no post baptismal 
sin, if it be mortal, can be forgiven without re- 
ceiving the sacrament of penance,—i. e., con- 
fessing the sin to God, in the presence of the 
priest, and receiving from him penance and 
absolution. Tuis view is populariv believed to 
be that of the Roman Catholic Church, and is 
even attributed to some Ritualists. I think I 
may say no properly taught churchman in our 
Church ever held it, and that it is not, strictly 
speaking, the view even of the Church of Rome. 
Besides these two, there are several subdi- 
visions of a third view, namely: That the 
Church has a voice, by God's appointment, in 
the forgiveness of the sinner. There are those 
who bold: 

(a.) That to the Aposties was committed the 
power to remit and retain sins, but that it was 
like the miracuious gifts of the Holy Spirit, 
and ceased with the Aposties, or in Apostolic 
times. 

(b.) That the Church has the right to excom- 
municate open sinners, and to restore them to 
the communion when penitent. The reality of 
the retaining or the remitting of sins in this 
view is in proportion to the reality and power 
held to belong to the Lord's Supper, and is the 
greater or the less as one holds stronger or 
weaker Views on this subject. 

(c.) A view, perhaps, hardly to be distinguish- 
ed from the one just mentioned, is that the for- 
giveness of sins accompanied both baptism and 
the boly communion, and is given at those 
times, and no other, except so far as it may be 
souchsated directly to the soul by Almigut; 


God. P 

(d.) That over and above that forgiveness of 
sins -which accompanies the two sacraments 
generally necessary to salvation,’’ God has 
commauded the Church, through the priesthood, 
to declare and pronounce to her people, being 
penitent, ‘‘ the absolution and remission of their 


sins.” 

{ am using Prayer- Book language in this defi- 
nition, but I have no desire to shelter it under 
the shadow of ab ambiguity; so 1 must add the 
further view (e.) that there are those who hold 
that this declaring and pronouncing conveys 
what it declares aud pronouuces, and so, in the 
broad sense of the word. is a sacramental act. 

And lastly (J.), the absolution is regarded 
simpiy as the announcement of the terms of 
forgiveness given elsewhere, under other cir- 
cumstances, and not necessarily through the 
officer who provounces it, or the words which 
he pronounces. Those who bold this view ordi- 
parily add to the belief that a clergyman in 
preaching has committed to him every power 
the Gospel conveys. He cannot of bimseif, of 
course, but by the power or the Holy Ghost 
through the Word preached,convert,regenerate, 
transform, pardon, renew, and justify, tue soul 
of the sinner. This is said to be the power of 
Gospel-preaching, the message of salvation, tae 
savior of life unto life, or of death unto death. 

I believe that the New ‘Testament doctrine of 
absolution is no one of these, but in some sort 
ali of them combined. The New Testament 
doctrine of absolution is summed up in tue 
words: Whosesoever sins ye remit, they are 
remitted unta@them; and whosesoever sins ye 
retain, they are retained.” I am perfectly wul- 
ing to accept these words just as they stand. 
do not need for my faith any exposition—they 
are perfectly clear. They are as clear as those 
other words of the Eucharist: Take and eat; 
this is Mv body which is given for 
you; this is My blood which is shed for you. Do 
this in remembrance of Me.” But if people say, 
“These words are not to be taken literally, 
there are other things which modify their mean- 
ing, or tbey are impossible,’’ or “contrary to 
reason.“ or the like; and then if, when one at- 
tempts, in answer, to show that they are not

answers. It is a question of importance. 
How far does the forgiveness of sin do away 
with its consequences! The physical conse- 
quences of a life of dissipation remain, no mat- 
ter what a man's repentance may be. if a man 
has ied another into sin he may repent himself. 
but he may not be able to lead the one whom 
he has tempted to repentance. Nav. the 
vue whom he has thus spiritually ruined 
may have died ia sin, and passed into 
that land where, as we are taught by the popu- 
lar theology of, the day, no praver of heart- 
broken anguish ever penetrated. Some one has 
said that nothing but a miracle can interfere be- 
tween sin aud its consequences. I hold the for- 
giveness of sin to be such a miracle. It is a resur- 
rection from spiritual death; it is an imparta- 
tion of spiritual life; it transforms, by a spir- 
itual correlation of force, physical pain and a 
‘Weakened dy, the physical result of sin, into 
spiritual powers. It may not alter natural laws, 
but it lifts them up into a higher region; it 
brings back opportunities; if may even restore 
a wasted life. But what are the conditions of 
such a miracle of mercy as this forgiveness 
must be? The universal answer of all churches, 
theologians, and teachers at once is this: re- 
pentance; by which is meant, first, knowledge 
of sin; second, sorrow for sin so deep and penc- 
trating that it melts into tears, if there be tears 
to sued; third, the giving up of a disposition to 
conceal sin, the acknowledgment of sin to one’s 
self, to God, then to the Church, and, if need 
be, to our fellow-men; fourth, the giving up of 
sin; fiith, the restitution for sin committed; 
sixth, the forgiveness of others; seventh, deep 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ and in His at u- 
ing death. God absolves, not the minister, the 
declaration of pardon is pronounced by the 
comuissioned officer. 


THE NOVEL. 
ITS INFLUENCE ON MODERN LIFBS. 

At the Church Congress at Cincinnati, the 
Rev. William Huntington, D. D., of Worcester, 
Mass., presented an elaborate paper on The 
Novel in Its {nfluence on Modern Life.” 

Having shown the general aim of fiction to be 
that of pleasing and refreshing the mind, the 
speaker proceeded: This point conceded, we 
discern at once the two guiding lights which in 
the matter of fiction ought to settle our course, 
whether as readers or as the purveyors of read- 
ing for other people. These two principles I 
take to be discrimination and temperance. 
There & a deal of truth in the old analogy be- 
tween the nourishmeni of the body and that of 
the mivd. The angel of the Apocalypse stand- 
ing upon the sea and upon the earth,” holds 
in his hand a little book. Take it,“ he savs to 
the astonished seer, Take it and eat it up.“ In 
the weird visions of Ezekiel we find the prophet 
given *‘abvor written within and without“ to eat. 
Luis seems to suggest that the soul has organs 
of absorption and assimilation just as the body 
bas, and that chameléon-like our characters 
take on the Hue of that which feeds them. So, 
then, we ought to proportion our reading as 
careiully as we proportion our diet; wise tv re- 
member alWays that nourishment is the main 
thing, but not so unwise as to forget that the 
condiments which give the bread and beef a rel- 
ish may have a vaiue too. The solid reading 
makes the red blood; the relish is instinctively 
soucht in books which feed the fancy. Now 
poetry, hich is the purest stimulus of imagin- 
native d@light, is available only for the few, but 
a good story will help almost any man who, for 
the time being, is tired of his own life, to get 
relief by being transported intoga life not his 
own. If one resorts to this kind of refresb- 
ment so frequently that his own life becomes 
utterly and permanently intolerable to him, on 
account of the strong contrast which the empti- 
ness and ivsipidity of it offer to the fullness and 
vivacity of the imaginary lives of which he 
reads, why then harm 1s done. 

Or if, again, these imaginary lives in which he 
allows himself to become absorbed are eseential- 
y unowholesome lives, if the characters with 
whom he mingles in his ideal society are de- 
formed characters whose ill shapes are carefully 
disguised by ingenious drapery and deceptive 
coloring, then also harm is dove. Not alone 
that lowest literature against which our Prot- 
estant St. Anthogy wages most righteous war, 
but much else, much, Very much that crosses 
without chailenge the threshold of carefullv- 
guarded homes ought properly to bear printed 
on its wrapper the black skull and cross-bones with 
which apothecaries label poison. It is not harm- 
less relish which this sort of fiction ministers, 
but loathesome death. A conscientious tem- 
perance will assuredly pass over into total ab- 
stinence as respects stimulants that kill. Taine, 
who seems to have the same hysterical, unrea- 
soning dread of a mora! which children have of 
bears, nervously anxious lest one may tumble 
out upon him without notice at the next turn 
of the staircase, and who is even angry witn 
Thackeray because he preached too much, would 
have us look at a novel just as we look ata 
painting, from a standpoint of pureart. On 
canvas a stagnant pool may be made as interest- 
ing as the clear sea water breaking along a 
beach. 

„A genuine novelist,“ says Taine, enjoys 
the contemplation of the greatness of a harmful 
sentiment, or the organized mechanism of a 
pernicious character.”’ 

For those who believe that a *“‘ harmful senti- 
ment“ can have greatnese this is good 
enough criticism, but it is reassuring to kncw 
that all Frenchmen do not take this bad view of 
the uses of fiction. The Franklin Society for 
the Promotion of Popular Libraries in France. 
while they exclude most of the fiction of their 
own native writers from their lists on account 
of its debasing influence, pay a high tribute to 
the value of such novels as those of Mrs. Gas- 
kell, Mrs. Oliphant, and Dickens (C. A. Cutter 
in Am. Lib. Journa’, vol. 1., No. 1). Few ques- 
tions tax the ingenuity of the managers of pub- 
lic libraries more seriously than this one of how 
to persuade readers to be temperate in the use 
of fiction. At the conference of librarians re- 
ently held in this conutry and in Eugland, by 
far the most lively and earnest discussions were 
those that hinged on this very point. Among 
these experts opinion is found torange all the 
way from the position of Mr. Poole, of Chicago, 
whois nota bit afraid of the novel, and who 
merrily maintains the paradox that fiction 
is, in the long run, truer than history, 
down to the view taken by Mr. Kite, the excel- 
lent curator of the Friends’ Library, at German- 
town, who says that he will sternly exclude nov- 
els from his sheives at any cost, and that if a 
voungster of 10 years old comes to him asking 
for a story-book he shai! put him off with Miss 
Strickland, or some juvenile work of science, 
(A. M. Lib, Journal, Vol. 1, No. 3.) Mr. Gal- 
ton, the apostle of the doctrine of heredity, has 
lately invented an ingenius contrivance for se- 
curing a picture of the average member of a 
class of people as distinguished from the por- 
trait of anv one represeptative of the class. 
This method is to photograph, say forty thieves 
or fayty chemists on the same negative, one 
over the other. The resulting picture is, to be 
sure, the lixeness of nobody in particular; but, 
as Galton alleges, ht gets the average chemica! 
physiognomy more fairly represented,—he sees 
larceny in the abstract more correctly set forth 
than could possibly be the case were he to look 
at only une chemist or only one thief. By some 
such parallel as this Mr. Poole’s notion about 
the teacbing value of novels as compared with 
history might conceivabiy be justified. I can 
thifk of no parallel that would justify Mr. 
Kite. But this by the way. The Custodian of 
the Public Library of Liverpool states that, of 
the books actually in circulation among his 
borrowers, 75 per cent is fiction, and this is 
probably about the average percentage for En- 
gland and America. 

All authorities are agreed that here is room 
for improvement by sbrinkage, but how to 
bring it about without impairing the usefulness 
of the public libraries by damaging their popu- 
larity is the problem to be solved. 

The snares and vitfalls of inflation“ are not 
confined to the currency. And this suggests 
that other point to which I made reference, the 
duty of using discrimination. Indeed, if we are 
resolyed to be temperate, we must, of necessity, 
be discriminating. The only question is, By 
what criterion shall we pick and choose? The 
preseut popularity of particular authors will 
hardly serve as asafe test. The librarian of 
a public library in one of the representative 
towns of New England takes pains annually to 
publish a tabular statement showing the com- 
parative demand for the books of various 
writers of fiction. Inalist of thirty-nine nov- 
elists, arranged according to the order of their 
popularity, I find Scott standing twentieth, 
Thackeray twenty-fifth, and Dickens twenty- 
seventh. I will not say who holds the post of 
honor at the head of the list for fear of raising 
a laugh at the expense of one whois, I dare 
say, a Very estimabie person, for it is said that 
the wricers of sensational stories are often, in 
real life, the demurest and most proper people 
imaginabie. To be sure, these figures are not so 
discouraging as they might at first sight seem 
to be, for we must remember that they indicate 
not the volumes which people buy and read, but 
the volumes which they prefer to read without 
buying. At the same time, they suffice to prove 
the point for which I cited tnem,—namely, the 
inadequacy of present popularity asa test of 
literary exceilence. The only sure test is one 
which few people are patient enough to use, 
aud that is survival., It is the passiouate appe- 
tite for the last novel, without reference to 
its merits, which makes the curse of novel- read-

and dignities of the Papacy, had reached a posi- 
tion hardly less inconsistent with the constitu- 
tion and the claims of modern society than that 
of his predecessor. The view which our corre- 
spondent at Rome had previously taken of the 
new policy af the Vatican has been strikingly 
contirmed by the publication of the Pope’s let- 
ter to his recently appointed Secretary of State, 
Cardinal Nina. We published a telegraphic 
summary of that remarkable document a few 
days ago, and this mornine we print its full text. 
Its importance is very great, and has been recog- 
nized in an explanatory and to some extent apol- 
ogetic note which the Seerctary of State has 
addressed within the last day or two to the 
Papal Nuntios abroad. The Pope’s letter not 
only exhibits ciearly the present intentions of 
the Papal See, but explains much of what has 
hitherto been obscure in the character of Leo 
XIII. The Pope, it must be now understood, 
is no tender-hearted visionary, no apathetic and 
reserved scholar, content to encounter the op- 
position of a perverse world with the armaments 
of theology. He has a policy with which he is 
resolved to combat false doctrine, heresy, and 
schism, and that policy is nis own. He will not 
be, as Pius IX. was, an instrument in the hands 
of abler men. Henceforward there is to be no 
Antonelli at the Vatican, nor even any Simeoni 
or Franchi. The Pope is at pains to make this 
very plain in the opening part of his 
letter to Cardinal Nina, and there is 
no ground for assuming that he will 
not be able, as he intends, tO make his own will 
prevail in the initiation and management of 
policy. Foreign affairs especially will be for the 
future subject to the individual impulses of the 
Pope. Under Pius IX., as we know, they were 
almost wholly controlled by Cardinal Antonelli, 
and the authority of the Supreme Pontiff was 
only brought in as a deus ex machina to imjuse 
majestically upon the common world. A change 
of this character cannot remain without note- 
worthy consequences. It pow becomes of the 
highest significance to ther Roman Church, and 
to all nations and Governments that bave to 
deal with that Church, to learn what is the bent 
of Leo XIII's mind. He bas cvased, apparent- 
ly, to be the centre of a citcle of political eccle- 
siastical statesmen influenced by well-estab- 
lished traditions of policy, and he is beginning 
a career of despotic rule ll the more dangerous 
because it is bounded by none of the practical 
limitations that fence iu temporal sovereignties. 

There is an exalted spirit of eutusidsm in the 
Pope’s letter to his Cardinal Secretary of State 
which belies the superficial quietude and pa- 
tience of its tone. Leo XIII. believes in the 
sacred character of the privileges of the Church, 
and in their saving character for mankind, with 
a faith which is calmly inaccessible to rea- 
son and indifferent to results. A frame of mind 
like this may easily be drawn into some violent 
and irresponsible conflict with powerful Gov- 
ernments, or with socia! forces that are greater 
than any Governments; and yet Leo XIII. will 
be able to persuade bimself that. he has ever 
shown a meek and placable temper, Fund has only 
declared war upon his enemies when they drove 
him to defend, not his individual power, but 
his heavenly trust. He can point, as, indeed, 
he does already, to the negotiations he has 
opened with Germany as a proof that his 
desire is to restore peace and even to come 
to terms with unbelicving States. Yet if 
the final conditions on which Leo XIII. is pre- 
pared to insist are impracticable conditions, bis 
conciliatory movements and his personal kind- 
liness will merely tend to strengthen his deter- 
mination to resist the audacity of the heretics. 
He will say to himself, All my advances were 
repulsed, all my benignity was taken to be evi- 
dence of weakness; no compromise is possiblé 
with these men.“ Acting upon this conviction, 
Leo XIII. may carry on 4 struggle against the 
modern spirit as passionate as the spasmodic 
violence ot Pius IX., and more enduring. That 
he is bracing up his energies to meet such a con- 
tingenc is an inference ghich may be drawn 
not unfairly from bis letter to Cardinai Nina. 
The general observations in which he regretfuliy 
depicts the consequences of the separation 
of the world from the Church and the 
declension of the influence of truth, and con- 
jures the wandering nations to come back to 
the true fold, may be dismissed as having 
no relevancy to the actual problems of our 
time; and ti: Pope’s contention that govern- 
ments, whether Catholic or non-Catholic, can- 
not dispense with the aid which the church is 
alone capable of giving them in resisting revo- 
lutionary forces is open to the obvious reply 
that such aid, were it even as valuable as Leo 
XIII. assumes, might be too dearly purchased. 
But from this hight of theory the Pope descends 
tothe level .ground of practice when he in- 
structs his Secretary of State as to the difficul- 
ties that meet the Papal policy in the Italian 
Kingdom. 

The Pope declares that be gave proof of his 
couciliatorv disposition by attempting to induce 
the German Government to “pacify the con- 
sciences of its Rom Catholic subjects. 
Whether his overtures will be fruitful of peace 
is at present doubtful, and the gracious 
manner in which tbey were received 
by the Emperor William was due as much, 
perhaps, to the internal embarrassments of 
German politics as to the hope that there could 
be any arrangement of a quarrel so deeply root- 
ed in opposing pretensions and principles. But 
it is the position of the Church in Italy to which 
Leo XIII. especially calls the attention of the 
Cardinal Secretary of State, and, through him, 
of all the representatives of the Holy See in 
u of the anxieties from 
which the Papacy is suffering. anxieties increas- 
ing every day, is to be sought, we are told, in 
the spoliation of which the temporal sovereign- 
ty of the Pope was made the victim when the 
Italian Kingdom was founded. The precedent 


of that act of rapine has shaken, according to 


Pove Leo, the, principles of reverence and of 


justice, the conceptions of duty and of obe- 
dience, which have hitherto held society together; 
and all secular Governments are paving the 


penalty of the wrong thev allowed the Papacy to 
Until this wrong is repaired, we are 
warned that sincere Roman Catholics can never 
be tranquil, whatever may be the concessions 
made to them by their local rulers. Thus all the 
world is interested in obtaining the submission 


of Italy to the Popedom; for then, and then 


ouly, will peace become possible on earth. But 
at present, Leo XIII. complains, the usurping 
Government of Italy is nut only resolute in con— 
ceding nothing, but is active in aggressien. Not 
only has he, like Pius IX., to contend against 
the loss of the support of the religious orders, 
the secularization of a great part of the eccle- 
siastical property, and the competition of heret- 
ical teaching and preaching, but new attacks on 
the spiritual jurisdiction’’ of the Holy See 
have been made. Here it must be noticed that 
the voluntary service of the religious rrders is 
in no way iuterfered with by the Italian law; 
that, in fact, those orders, though unendowed, 
are still at work, and that in resuming a part 
of their overgrown endowments the Italian 
Government only followed a precedent which 
had been set in -every European country. 
The toleration of the Protestant churches and 
schools in Rome follows as a matter of course 
from the constitutional Drinciples on which the 
Italian Government, like all modern civilized 
Governments is founded. But the new line of 
aggression of which Leo XIII. complains—the 
assumption of a control over the nominations of 
Episcopal Sees—is denounced, nov alone as an 
infraction of the immemorial rights of the 
Papacy, but as a breach of a specific agreement 
offered by the Italian Government to the Vati- 
can, and tacitly accepted by Pius IX. It may 
be pointed out; however, that in the law to 
which the Pope refers an express reservation 
was made of benefices and other preferments 
described as ol Royal patronage,’’ and the 
Neapolitan appointments now being contested 
between the Papacy and the Italian Government 
were undouptedly of Royal patronage’ during 
the Bourbon period. Itis, of course, a question of 
legal interpretation whether the rights of the 
Bourbons passed by inheritance to those who 
disbossessed them, and the Pope argues, with 
not a little force, that the privilege of making 
such appointments was only granted by the 
Holy See to specially favored and trusted Gov- 
ernments, amopg which the new Italian mon- 
archy can hardly be numbered. The merits of 
this question are of little importance, but from 
the manner in which it is urged it is plain that 
the Vatican is not disposed to make peace with 
the Quirinal except oninadmissible terms. Yet 
until that peace is made, Leo XIII. warns us, 
Europe must expect the Roman Catholic 
Church to be always an element of disturbance 
in the world, This is inevitable. though, as the 
Nuncios are reminded In the Cardinal Secre- 
tary's note, the intention of the Pope was to 
show his willingness to assist in overcoming the 
existing spirit of subversion against the altar 
and the throne.” 


AFRICAN MATERIALISM. 
A TRIBE WITHOUT ae OF A FUTURE

Up to comparatively a few years ago it was 
an unquestioned article of faith, not merely 
with strictly religious people, but with the 
general community, that there was no- 
where to be found on this world's 
wide surface a community or tribe, no 
matter how savage or degraded it might 
be, that did not retain at least some vestiges of 
the higher state from which it had fallen in the 
form of a belicf, no matter bow perverted or 
distorted, of a future world,—of the existence 
of man beyond the grave. it was be- 
heved generally that all men had faith 
in some being higher than and greater than

in many, or a groveling worship of inanimate 
nature; but it was denied that there could be 
found any aggregation of men so nearly ap- 
prouching the animal kingdom as to be without 
faith and without hope. But of recent years it has 

perceived that this belief was a little too 
high colored. It has been found out that many 
of the statements made bv missionaries con- 
cerbing the beliefs of the tribes among whom 
they lived were unintentionally incorrect—that 
the savage either so misunderstood or 
gave the missionary the answers which he 
fancied he wanted. A striking instance of a 
barbarous and unclothed rationalist of a savage 
without faith in a hereafter, without belief in a 
Controller ot all things, is tound in Sir Samuel 
Baker’s history of his journey with 
his wife in search of the sources 
of the Nite. While journeying from Godokoro 
he passed through the country of the Latookas, 
and spent much time among them. This is his 
account of a long conversation which he had 
with one of the most intelligent of their chieis: 

. The Chief Commoro (the Lion“) was one 
of the: most clever and common-sense savages 
that I had seen in these countries, and the tribe 
paid tar more deference to his commands than 
to those of his brother, Moy,” although the 
latter was superior in rank. 

One day | sent for Commoro after the usual 
funeral dance was completed, and, through my 
two young interoreters, I hada long conversa- 
tion with him on the customs of his country. 
1 wighed, if possible, to fathom the extraordi- 
par?) custom of exhuming the body after burial, 
as Limagined that in this act some idea might 
be traced to a belief in the resurrection. 

Commoro was, like all his people, extremely 
tall. Upon entering my tent he took his seat 
upon the ground, the Latookas not using stoois 
like the other White Nile tribes. I commenced 
the conversation by comphmenting him on the 
perfection of his wives and daughters in the 
dance, and on his own agility in the perform- 
ance; and inquired for whom the ceremony had 
been performed. 

He replied that it wasforaman who had 
been recently killed, but noone of great im- 
portance, the same ceremony being observed 
for every person without distinction. 

Il asked him why those slain in battle were 
allowed to remain unburied. He said it had 
always been the custom, but that he could not 
explain it. . 

ut,“ I replied, “why should you disturb 
the bones of those whom you have already 
buried, and expose them on the outskirts of 
the town:“ 

It was the custom of our forefathers,’’ he 
answered, ‘*therefore we continue to observe 
.* 

„Have you no belief in a future existence 
after death! Is not some idea expressed in the 
act of exhuming the bones after the flesh is 
decayed?” 

Commoro (log.)—‘ Existence after death! 
How can that be? Can a dead man get out of 
his grave, unless we dig him out!“ 

Do you think man ts like a beast, that dies 
and is ended!“ 

Commoro—‘Certainly; an ox is stronger 
than a man, but be dies, and his bones last 
longer; they are bigger. A man’s bones break 
quickly; he is weak.“ 

Is not a man superior in sense to an ox? 
Has he not a mind to direct his actions? 

Commoro—**Some men are not so clever as 
an ox, Men must sow corn to obtain food, but 
the ok aud wild animals can procure it without 
sowing.”’ 

Vo you not know * there is a spirit wit h- 
in you more than flesh Do you not dream and 
wander in thought to distant places in your 
sleep? Nevertheless, your body rests in one 
spot. How do you account for this!“ 

Commoro, laughing—“‘ Well, bow do you ac- 
count for it! It is a thing I cannot understand; 
it occurs to me every night. Dogs dream as 
well as men.“ 

The mind is independent of the body; the 
actual body can be fettered, but the mind is un- 
controllable; the body will die and will become 
dust. ot be eaten by vultures, but the spirit will 
exist forever.“ 

Commoro—‘* Where will the spirit live?“ 

‘* Where does fire live? Cannot vou produce 
a fire by rubbing two sticks together? Yet you 
see not the fire in the wood. Has not that fire, 
that lies harmless and unseen in the sticks, the 
power to. consume the whole country? Which 
is-the stronger, the small stick that first produces 
the fire, or the fire itseif? So is the spirit the 
element within the body, as the element of fire 
exists within the stick, the element being supe- 
rior to the substance!“ 

Commoro—‘** Ha! Can you explain what we 
frequently see at night when lost in the wilder- 
nese! I have myself been lost, and, wandering 
in the dark, I bave seen a distant fire; upon ap- 
proaching, the fire has vanished, and I have 
been unable to trace the cause—nor could I 
find the spot.“ 

Have you no idea of the existence of spirits 
superior to either man or beast! Have you no 
fear of evil except from bodily causes ““ 

Commoro—‘‘I am afraid of elephants and 
other animals when in the jungle at night, but 
of nothing eise.“ 

Alben you believe tn nothing; neither in a 
good nor evil spirit! And you believe that, 
when you die, it will he the end of body and 
spirit; that vou are like other animals, and that 
there is no distinction between man and beast; 
both disappear and end at death!“ 

Commoro— “ Of course they do.” 

Do you see no difference in good and bad 
actions? 

Com moro—“ Yes; there are good and bad in 
men and beasts.”’ 

“Do vou, think that a good man and a bad 
4 share the same fate, aud alike die, and 
end! l 

Commoro—** Yes; what else can they do? 
— can they belp dying! Good and bad all 
d 9.5 

Their bodies perisb, but their spirits re- 
remain; the good in happiness, the baa in 
misery. If you have no belief in a future state, 
why should a man be qood ? Why should he not 
be bad if he can vrosper by wickedness?” 

Commoro— Most people are bad; it they are 
strong they take from the weak. Tbe good 
people are all weak; they are good because they 
are not strong enough to be bad.“ 

Some corn had been taken out of a sack for 
the horses, and, a few grains lying scattered on 
the ground, I tried the beautiful metaphor of 
St. Paul as an example of a future state. Mak- 
ing a small hole with my finger in the ground, I 
placed a grain within it. That,“ I said, ‘‘rep- 
resents you when you die.“ 

Covering it with earth, I continued. That 
grain will decay, but from it will rise the plant 
that will produce a reappearance of the original 
form.“ 

Commoro—“ Exactly so; that I understand. 
But the or:g/na’ grain does notrise again; it rote 
like the dead man, and is ended: the fruit pro- 
duced is not the same grain that we buried, b 
the production of that grain: so it is with men, 
—I die, and decay, and am ended; but my 
children grow up like the fruit of the grain. 
Some men have no children, and some grains 
perish without fruit; thenall are ended.” 

I was obliged to change the subject of con- 
versation. In this wild, naked savage there was 
not even a superstition upon which to found a 
religious feeling; there was a belief in matter: 
and to his understanding everything was mate- 
rial. It was extraordinary to tind so much 
clearness of perception combined with such 
complete obtuseness to anything ideal. 

Giving up the religious argument as a failure, 
I resolyed upon more rractical inquiries. 

Sir Samuel thus summarizes his opinion of 
the character of these savages: 

The obtuseness of the savages was such that 
I never could make them understand the ex- 
istence of good principle; their one idea was 
“ nower,’’—lorce that could obtain ali,—the 
strong hand that could wrest from the weak. 
In disgust 1 frequently noted the feelings of 
the moment in my journal,—a memorandum 
from which I — as illustrative of the time: 
‘¢ 1868, 10th April, Latooka: 1 wish the black 
sympathizers in England could see Africa’s 
inmost heart as I do; much of their sympathy 
would subside. Human nature viewed in its 
crude state as pictured amongst African sav- 
ages is quite on a level with that of the brute, 
and not to be compared with the noble charac- 
ter of the dog. There is neither gratitude, 
pity, love, nor self-denial; no idea of duty; no 
religion; but covetousness, ingratitude, selfish- 
ness, and cruelty. All are thieves, idle, en- 
vious, and ready to plunder and enslave their 
weaker neighbors.

During a 
illness his thoughts were directed towards relig- 
ion, and under this influence he disposed of 


almost his entire effects and devoted himsebi 


wholly to poverty, which he was pleased to 
desiguate as ‘his bride. Shortiy after this 
freak, while listening to a sermon, he received 
an imoulse to take a vow never to refuse alms 
He made a pilgrimage to the tomb 

. Peter at Rome, and there offered to God 

all his possessions. Returning to Odessa, -he 
exchanged clothes with a mendicant, and ever 
afterwards wore the meanest attire, notwith- 
standing the remonstrances and ridicule this 
caused to be heaped upon him. It is related 
that he performed the most humiliating offices, 


serving the lepers in the hospital at Gubbio in 


their most revolting necessities with the most 
tender assiduity. His enthusiasm excited emu- 
— and by degrees others followed in his 
steps. 

In the year 1210 his brotherhood numberea 
eleven. He then drew up for them rules, se- 
lected in the true spirit of religious enthusiasm, 
by thrice opening the Gospels upon the altar at 
random. and taking passages thus indicated as 
a basis for the young institute. These 
were approved in an ora! manner 
by the Pope at Rome. In 1212 Francesco 
settled the simple constitution of his Order at 
Assisi, which is founded upon three vows: 
chastity, poverty, and obedience. The second of 
these was first in importance in Francesco’s esti- 
mation. The Order was solemnly approved by 
the Pope in 1216, and from this date its member- 
ship grew with extraordinary rapidity. 

Francesco inaugurated the missionary char- 
acter of his institute by journeying to the East 
in 1223, and preaching, the Gospel in the pres- 
ence of the Sultan. It was alter his return to 
Italy that his biographers place the celebrated 
legend which to fricods and enemies has been 
80 long the subject of veneration and ridicule,— 
his receiving, while in an ecstasy of prayer, ‘the 
mark (stigmata) upon bis own person of the 
wounds of our Savior, which is said to have oc- 


curred 17th of September, 1224, at Monte’ 


Alverno,—x place still sacred in the traditions 
of the Oraer. 

St. Frances died 4th of October, 1226, and 
was buried, according to his desire, on the bare 
ground, thus asserting in his own death the 
most literal extreme of the doctrine which in 
life he advocated and mude the basis of his 
Order. Lirren. 


ANNIHILATION. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cricaco, Oct. 18.—In last Sundav's TRIBUNE 
I noticed a letter signed Otto Wettstein,“ 
and styled Annihilation.“ The composition 
criticises Prof. Swing’s sermon, and winds up 
with a few (so-calied) axioms. As 1 always 
protect the truth, I am forced to show Mr. 
Wettstein the falsity of his dicta. and, while I 
am not a follower of Swing, I sustain him in 
his belief in the immortality of the soul. 

After our friend has wandered all through 
the Professor’s discourse, and utterly shown its 
faisity to his own satisfaction, he proceeds with 
the greatest assurance to lay down some very 
illogical sayings as axioms. He starts out with 
the following as Axiom No. 1: Whatever 


| has a beginning has an end.“ He states this 


to be an axiom of Science. His proof is not 
very logical. For,“ says be, how can some- 
thing that has no existence poser, but is born 
to-morrow, never come to ah end for ever and 
ever!?“ This is not much of a proof for his 
first dictum. and we shall see that it must be 
that some substance? by their nature will exist 
forever, although they once had a beginning, 
the soul of man being sucb a substance. 

Axiom No. 2 of our friend reads thus: The 
universe is eternal.“ In the first place let us 
see what is meant by an eternal beg. An 


eternal eus is one that vever had a beginning’ 


and never will have an end. It cannot, there- 
fore, have been created; it must exist by force 
of its own nature. A being existing periorce 
of its own essence is an ens ase, and must be 
infinite. An infinite being possesses all the per- 
fections in their highest degree. Ii the universe. 
thereiore, be said to be eternal, you also declare 
that it is infinite. Let us see it reality and iacts 
show this to be the truth. The infinite knows 
no transition, no past, no future, for if that 
were the case, the infinite would be composed 
of finite constituents, quod absurdum est. We 
have a succession in the universe, a past that is 
gone and a future advancing; how can it be 
eternal? Matter can be decreased, measured, 
etc., therefore it is finite, and cannot compose 
an infinite or eternal being. The universe, 
however, is composed of matter, and cannot be 
eternal. 

Axiom No. 3 is perfectly true, and no reason- 
able man can deny it. it reads: There can be 
no effect without a cause.“ He might have pre- 
fixed the adjective ‘‘ suflicient ’’ before cause 
to make it more logical. This axiom is the one 
that assists us in showing just what Mr. Wett- 
stein endeavors Go disprove. 

In conjuntion with Axioms 2 and 3 our d 
brings forth what you might cat arguments, to 
prove tae mortality of the soul. He hints that 
the mind is material, and composed of atoms 
taken from the universe. That being the case, 
be is alarmed lest the whole universe be ab- 
sorbed in making souls. After Axiom 3, he 
says that our physical orgavism,is the cause of 
the existence of the soul, and that same ceas- 
ing to exist the soul must disappear. He starts 
out with a wrong principle in this chain of rea- 
soning, namely: Our 272 organism is the 
cause oi the existence ot the soul.“ 

Nov, let us see if the soul ot man is composed 
of matter, and if the existence of it after death 
destroys the principle of causation. 

The thinking principle of man, or his soul, 
must bea slugie substance, distinct Irom tbe 
body andits organs. Our pbysical structure 
and its functions are matter; matter is essentially 
compound, consequently it canuot cause directly 
an effect which is simple and not composed 
of matter without destroying tbe principle of 
causation. Thought is simple and indivisible; 
it possesses none of the prgperties of matter; it 
cannot be weighed, divided, etc.; consequentiy, 
thought is a simple effect and must be caused 
by asimpie substance. The soul of man pro- 
duces thought; ideas are the modification of 
the thinking principle. That pribcipie must, 
therefore, be simple and distinct from the body 
and its functions. 

Moreover, the same can be deduced from the 
perception of relations, which are altogether 
simple. The soul records the past, present, and 
future; it has ideas of infinity, eteruity, etc., 
which are entirely immaterial. This were im- 
possible if the soul were compound, For a 
material being can work only in the present 
and concerning sensible substances. An object 
related to the senses and not present would 
be the same as no object. : 

The soul is also spiritual, because it can act 
independently of the body. The mind compre- 
bends universai ideas which are not allied with 
matter, but can only be grasped by tue spiritual. 
The soul being spiritual it cannot have been 
educed from matter, but must of necessity have 
sprung from creation. 

A simple and spiritual substance cannot die, 
or, in other words, be decomposed or go to 
pieces, for this can only occur by a dissolution 
of parts, of which the soul has none. Thethink- 
ing principle being independeat of matter, can 
exist without it; consequently we do not destroy 
the principle of causation bv having the soul 
exist after the death of the body. The way is 
pow paved to prove the immortality of the soul. 
It must exist, being incorruptibie. We see, 
therefore, that the soul of man can exist after 
death vy force of its own nature. Who can 
logically prove that it does not exist? The 
present generation claim to have drawn aside 
the curtain of ignorance that they supposed hid 
knowledge from our view; they imagine that 
the eager mimils of the masses now know the 
truth; but they are far from right in their hasty 
surmises, and the notions ot the day are dis- 
pelled by a few good logical arguments like 
svap-bubbles in a storm of ht...

The Rey. — . 2 Haerne, of the English 
College Bruges, prepared a statistical 
work on progress of Catholicism among the 
peopies of Angio-Saxon origis, showing the nu- 
merical extension of the Roman Catholic Church 
in the British Empire and the United Stites of 
America.

THE ESSENES. 
To the Editor of The Tribuna 

Hrpgs Park, Oct. 19.—I0 your editorial of 
several weeks since, under the above titic, men- 
tion is made of an article upon the subject in 
the new volume of the Encye opetlia Br tannica, 
and of the theory of DeQuincey, that the Es. 
senes were identical with the early Christians. 
Some account was also given, in your editorial, 
of the eariy practices of the Essenes, taken 
from the writings of Josephus and of Philo 
J udaous. 

The subject is an instructive one, and, as you 
suggest, worthy the attention of scholar® and 
of thoughtiul men. 

The Therapeute of Egypt were, in many re- 
spects, similar to the Essenes, and have been 
supposed by some writers to be the same. For 


instance, by Robert Taylor in his Dees e. But 
there is no sufficient evidence they were the 


*‘samethough it is not improbable that they had 


a common origin. Philo, who gives a full ac- 
count of both sects, nowhere speaks of them as 
the same; and the fact that among the Therapeu- 
tw, women were permitted to officiate and to act 
as a healing class, under the name of Therapeu- 
trie or Therapeutesses, would indicate that in 
some respects, at least, their customs were not 
the same. 

One of the most remarkable circumstances 
counected with the Therapeute is that they 
had ancient books of a sacred character, which 
Eusebius supposes were the same as the Gos- 
pels, and some other books of the New Testa- 
ment. It is dificult to understand exactly what 
he means by this, since the books of the Thera- 
peute, baving geen in their possession hundreds 
of vears before Christ, could not have been in 
all respects the same as the books relating to 
Christ and His Aposties. What he must mean 
is that the books of the Therapeut formed the 
basis Of the Gospels, etc., of the New Testa- 
ment. 

This is what Eusebius says upon the subject: 

„But itis highiy probable that the ancient 
commentaries which he (Philo) Says they have 
are the very Gospels and writings of the Apos- 
tles, and probably some expositions of the an- 
cient prophets, such as are contained in the 
E pistle to the Hebrews and many others of St. 
Paul's Episties.”"—usebius, He. II., Bk. 2, CR. 
17, Crutse's Trans., 5.56. 

As to the question discussed by DeQuincy the 
difficulty iu —— it lies M the tact that 
Josephus and Philo, who give us most of our 
information concerning the Essenes, are silent 
upon the’ subject. Pliny, it is true, says some- 
thing about the] Essenes, in his Vat. Hist., 5, 17, 
but the most, then, that we can know of them, 
is to be derived from the works of Josephus and 
Philo Judeus. 

Both of these writers are entirely silent as to 
the customs and habits of the early Christians. 
Indeed, strangely enough, Philo, who is thought 
to have written about the middle of the First 
Century, says nothing whatever about Christi- 
anity. while all there is to be found in Josephus 
is the account of the putting to death of John 
the Baptist and thé disputed passage about 
Christ. 

We are therefore left to conjecture and infer- 

ence. But we are not without materials. In 
addition to the reasons given by DeQuincy, as 
stated in Tue Trisons, it may be added that 
the Essenes had elders and other officers similar 
to those in the Christian Churches; also, that 
there is considerable evidence (see p. 4) to show 
that the early Christian Churches, like the or- 
ganizations of the Essenes, were secret socie- 
Lies. 
Origen, in his reply to Celsus, who, am éng 
other objections to Christianity, urged that the 
Christians met in secret, and had secret in- 
structions, did not deny the fact, but undertook 
to justify it. He speaks of exoteric “and of 
esoteric teachings, the latter being given to 
more advanced converts, privately in the 
house.’?—Origen contra Ce sus, p. 101, 

Again: Clement of Rome, in giving an ac- 
count of the conversion and baptism of his 
mother by Peter, says: She was then baptized 
in the sea, and, returning to the lodging, was 
initiated into all the mysteries of religion in 
their order. Lecognitions, Book 7, Chap. 38. 

When all these things are considered, we have 
strong reason for beheving that the nucleus of 
the Christian Church previously existed in the 
order of the Essenes in Palestine and Jude 
and that the Therapeut# of Egypt furuisne 
the groundwork for the early spread of Chris- 
tianity in that country. C. B. Warts.

Then, besides this, the 
floors should be wiped as far under as the arm 
will reach with a clota wrung out of strong and 
hot Cayenne tea; and before renailing the bind- 
ing and edge of the carpet should also be wiped 
with it, rubbing them hard.

THE BOTTOM FALLING OUT.

just now. Asked if the season had thus far 


given fair prospects of success, he said: 

I don’t know of but ome 
single legitimate place of amusement which is 
making money. I knowwe have not been doing 


so at our house, but the piece now on may help 
us out. Most of the houses are losing money.“ 
Then, after a short pause, he added, It is only 
fair to tell you that they are doing well over at 
the Grand Opera-House, but that is because the 
Florences are there, and not on account of 
‘popular prices, as some believe. if it were 
because of low prices, then why don’t Niblo's, 


or the Park, or Booth’s make money?” 
a “REGIMENT’’ OF ACTRESSES. 


I told him that it was he not me who was be- 
ing interviewed, whereugon he laughed, and 
after some further conversation I left him to 


call on another manager. During the past few 
days I have visited severai theatres, and, after 
talking the matter over with some of the best- 
posted players and managers in New York, Iam 
prepared to say that the present season is thus 
fara decided failure. In the beginning was 
presented one of the most singular spectacles 
ever witnessed perhaps in the history of the 
American drama. It wasasight which would 
no doubt bring joy to the soul of Miss Willard, 
or Kate Doggett, or Judge Bradwell, or a host 
of others Icould name. At that time there 
were no less than six women plang star parts 
at as many theatres in the metropolis. Every 
stage in the citv was occupied by a woman, and 
well might Billy Backus ask. What show is 
there for a man in tights or trousers under such 
distracting circumstances as these? But when 
we come to look at the character of the plays 
these women presented we are lost 
in amazement, and I fancy any good friends of 
the sacred vestal gatherings will not be proud 
of their sex as represented on the New York 
stage at the commencement of the present sea- 
son. Fanny Davenport was playing Olivia, who 
was wronged by arake; Genevieve Ward was 
laying Jane Shore, wuo was a mistress of a 
King: Mary Anderson was playing Cam/ile, who 
was as bad as any one cares to read about; Ada 
Cavendish, as Mercy Merrick, gave us the new 
sort of Magdalen that we see everywhere but in 
actual life. Besides these, Louisa Buckingham 
made indecent exhibitions of an overgrown per- 
son in Mazeppa, and Clarissa Jar one, a strum- 
pet in love with a libertine, was on the boards 
at a sixth place of ‘‘ amusement.”’ 
MANAGERS WHO DREAD JU8T CRITICISMS. 

With such a class of plays as these it can 
hardiy ba wondered at that the season opeved 
disastrousiy. When some years ago a ele- 
brated Viennese critic was informed that in 
consequence of the severe tone of his articles, 
be would not. in future, be allowed to enter 
any of the theatres, he replied that his caution 
or warulug trom the managers gave him no 
pain, and that to cause him veritable an- 
noyance they ought to contrive some means for 
obliging him to remain at any theatre which 
he might have been imprudent enough to en- 
ter. Similar advice might be given in this city, 
although I don’t know that any of the man- 
agers have actually forbidden the critics tu come 
to their theatres. But I believe they would doso 
if they dared,—at least some of them would. A 
new race of critics is coming in, and somehow 
or other they are more independent than the 
old school. The result is, plays,if they de- 
serve it, are either damoed outright or faintly 
praised, which is about the same thing, es- 
pecially if the critic happens to leavg out meu- 
tion of the fact thut the star’s dresses were 
magoificent and the stage set superb. The at- 


. tack ef Jarrett & Palmer in the Avening Post is a 


pretty fair illustration of the situation. 
SCHOOLS OF DRAMATIC ART. 

Now there are at least two theatres in this 
city where the elementary principle that too 
marked a disproportion among the actors is 
fatal tothe proper effect of a well-constructed 
play is carried outin practice, and these are 
Wallack’s and the Union Square. I am disposed 
to give the palm to the Union Square Theatre. 
This place is indeed a school of dramatic art, 
and here are gathered together a company of 
actors and actresses capable of illustrating its 
lessons. Perhaps at only one other place in the 
world is there another company of such uniform 
excellence as is now playing at the Union 
Square, and that is the Theatre Francais. But 
the Paris theatre hasthe great advantage of 
having Government patronage to belp it along 
financially, while itisthe height of a French 
player’s ambition to become a member of this 
celebrated establishment, It is hardly likely 
that any theatre in this country will ever be 
subsidized by the American Congress, and, 
where there are so many necessary calis upon 
the public treasury, it would be doubtful policy 
to add to our expenditure for the purpose vi 
elevating a taste which cannot be numbered 
among the necessities of life, and holds buta 
secondary place among its gracefal luxuries. 
Besides, an endowed theatre would give rise to 
an amount of jealousy and bickering such as it 
is fearful to think of. It is, on the whole, much 
better to leave theatrical art to private enter- 
prise, subject, of course, to the co-operation or 
disapprobation of the press, In the Union 
Square and at Wallack’s one can see what can 
be done in the representation of comedies. 
Companies have been collected by Messrs. Shook 
& Palmer, and by Mr. Wallack, and drilled into 
harmonious co-operation with a success which 
could not possibly be exceeded if the nation 
had aided in the good work. 

THE TWO LEADING PLACES COMPARED. 

But Wallack’s company is not so good as it 
was lust season, and not nearly so good as it 
was the season before the last. Don’t mis- 
understand me, please. The company atgiis 
place is an excellent one, and embraces some of 
the best actors and actresses obtainable. But 
the great trouble is that Lester has overlooked 
native talent snd engaged a lot of English peo- 
ple whose London mannerisms and methods are 
not appreciated in this country. No one will 
deny that Coghlan is a fine actor, but is he the 
equal of Charles Thorne? Coghlan is too cold. 
Nor does his sister come up to Miss Dyas, her 
predecessor, aud whom no one ever accused of 
being belter than Sara Jewett. The com- 
parison might be continued to the end of 
the list, to the advantage of the 
little place in front of $Washington’s 
monument. I don’t pretend to say that it is be- 
cause of these things that the eeason thus far a® 
Wallack’s has been such a disastrous one. 
Taree pieces have been produced in the same 
number of weeks; but don’t imagine this was 
done for the enjoyment of the play-goers or the 
cultivation of the actors. It was nothing of the 
sort; it was simply failure first, of the piece 
called Clarissa Harlowe,’’ and, secondly, of 
the ability of the company to play the School 
for Scandal.” John Gilbert alone couldn’t drag 
the play through, and so it had to be taken off, 
and the third one, ** The Road to Ruin“ (singu- 
lar name under all the circumstances, and sug- 
gestive, too), was put on. It ran just a week, 
and, not being made up of the right kind of 
sticking-plaster qualities, failed to draw paying 
bouses. It has been shelved, and something 
else will be tried this coming week. 

FASHIONABLE SNOBS AS PLAY-GOERS. 

„Horses,“ said a common-looking man to 
little David Copperfield when he took bis first 
coach ride up to town, Horses are to me 
bread, tobacco, and snuff, lodging, wife, and 
children; and the coachman remarking that 
this was not the kind of man for a back seat on 
a coach, poor David took the hint, and surren- 
dered tne seat he had paid for in advance. Now 
what horses were tothat common looking man 
so is Wallack’s to some people here in New 
York. They can do without most things, but 
they will go to Wallack’s on occasion. They 
claim to be fashionable people, but I don’t think 
you would care to have them set the fashions in 
Chicago. These people are from familics where 
it is no disgrace to be a dunce or a bloekhead. 
They goto see the play because it is the thing 
to do, but they soon sbow they are bored out of 
their lives. ‘They are mostly those sort of folks 
who have suddenly become possessed of hand- 
some houses, splendid equipages, good cooks, 
and the entree into some sort of society, but are 
tutally devoid of that early education and that 
traditional standard of literary and dramatic 
taste which Can alone enable a man or woman 
to criticise a performance and objeet to certain 
obvious and uvofortunate idiosyncrasies. There 
are not enough of these people to fill the house, 
and their noisy, ill-bred manners, and the high 
prices, keep other folks away. 

TRYING TO MAKE MONEY. 

But, as I said at the beginning of my letter, 
theatricals are in a bad way just now and man- 
agers are puszliug themseives over the problem 
ol how to make both ends meet. The merchants 
are beginning to lo it by reducing salaries and 
lowering the price of their goods. The man- 
agers must do it by cuttigg down the extortion- 
ate salaries of stock actors and then reducing the 
prices of admission to their theatres. When 
men are living on reduced incomes and feed 
their families as cheaply as possible, they will 
not pay $3 to $4 for a couple of seats, and the 
sooner managers tumble“ to this fact the 
better for them. The new policy should be the 
highest entertainment at the lowest price, and 
then fall houses will have an inspiriting effect 
on the players and a substantial one on the 
treasury. x.

FROM NEW YORK. 
THE MAPLESON OPBRA SEASON. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
New Tonk, Oct. 17.—The eagerly-expected 
season of Italian opera has come. Opening night 


brilliancy not surpassed by its predecessors for 
man a year. The splendid audience was in 
mood, too; to be pleased and delighted. Artist 
Or manager could not have asked more ip an 
audience. Even the family circle was thronged 
to the furthest row back, and with keen lovers 
of music. There could be no doubt of the truth 
of the frequent expression that the metropol- 
itans are hungry for good opera. 

That this hungry—musically hungry—assem- 
blage was not aroused to the enthusiasm it had 
anticipated was due to several circumstances 
beyond managerial control. Mr. Mapleson— 
the prefix of “Colonel” is as uncalled for as it 
is distasteful to a London impreggrio—was 80 
unfortunate as to be Ae change the 
bill within three days of the first performance. 
It was hoped to the last momeat that his 
prima donna selected for debut here 
in “La Sonnambula” would be suffi- 
ciently recovered to appear. But it seems 
that Mile. Gerster was not merely overtaken by 
sudden indisposition. She was brought down 
bv gastric lever, supposed to bave been induced 
by her sea voyage. Fortunately she had a 
brother practicing medicine here, and was at 
onc@ taken to his home and care. But gastric 
fever is an unpleasant malady for anybody to 
have, and especially so for a prima donna, in a 
btrauge land and unacclimatized. 

MLLE. GERSTER 

is quite as attractive in appearance as the very 
attractive lithograph prints by which the public 
has become in a sense acquainted with her in 
advance, and her illness calls forth much Sym- 
pathy. Her face possesses much of the sympa- 
thetic and winning quality that is certainly a 
valuable aid to an artist. This quality Miss 
Hauck lacks in great measure. She is pretty, 
if not handsome, and appears a wholesome, 
healthy, well satisfied young woman, who has 
won triumphs, and is ambitious to win further 

nes. But her debut last nicht could scarcely 
take place in that rank. The audience was 
cordial in its welcome, generous to appreci 
ate every merit. Miss Minnie, however, 
with the obrilliancy of opening nicht 
and the fact of her being a New 
York girl in her favor, was not able to draw out 
the sympathy of her listeners. Her acting was 
- admirabie and finished, calling forth the criti- 
icism that on the dramatic stage she would have 
been one of the high stars; but ber voice was 
not to be compared with the voices of those who 
bave appeared before her on the operatic stage 
in this city and country. She was a better actor 
than Nilsson or Albam, but acting will nat fill 
the entire place in opera: and Lucca was also 
brought into comparison, Lucca the peerless 
actress as well as the great singer. Miss 
Hauck’s Violetia showed careful study and drill, 
but it did not once touch the audience to an 
encore. Nor did 

SIGNOR FRAPOLLI 
succeed any better. The single encore of the 
evening was reserved for Signor Galassi, Mr. 
Maplesonthas brought over at least one admira- 
ble baritone, a finished artist, with a rich and 
winning voice, ot great power and compass. 
He, and be only during the evening, succeed- 
ed iu arousing the enthusiasm of the house, 
as n critic justly remarks. His Germont 
has not beén equaled, probably, by any 
baritone who has appeared in this country. 
The chorus and orchestra are worthy of all 
praise. Mr. Mapleson prides himself upon the 
enseinble of his presentation. These two 
features justify all that has been claimed for 
them. Cnoruses are but too commonly some- 
thing to be put up with for the sake of the rest 
of the opera,—certainly semethirg not to be 
enjoyed. This chorus is different from any- 
thing we have bad. The orchestra is nothing 
other than a [Thomas orchestra with Arditi in 
place of inomas. The musicians are nearly all 
fresh from their summer’s work and drill at 
Gilmore’s Garden, and in Signor Arditi they 
hu ve a leader thoroughly capable of bringing 
out their best play.

New Buildings Begun to Cost 
Nearly $500,000. 


Active Inquiry from Small Cash Buy- 
ers---Sales of the Week.

‘Riverside to the Front Again -A 


Great Auction Sale. 


Anxiety of Eastern Capitalists to 
Make Chicago Loans. 


Another important real estate movement is to 
be noted inthe vicinity of the Stock-Yards. 
The owners of the property lying along the 
South Branch of the river north of the cattle- 
yerds, aud between Laurel street and Ashiand 
avenue, have begun to improve it for the use of 
the lumber trade on the theory that this place 
is the natural site for the lumber-yards. The 
ears that bring cattle tothe Stock-Lards go 
back tothe country loaded with lumber. To 
get to the lumber-yards, which are massed 
along Twenty-second street, takes four to 
six days’ time, and costs about 86 a car for 
switching. The cars after being emptied at the 
Stock-Yards have to run west to the Brighton 
House, then north to Twenty-sixth street, and 
then have to back in east along Twenty-second 
street. The tract that is 

NOW TO BE OPENED 

to the lumber trade adjoins the cattle-vards, 
and can be reached by the cars the same day 
they are unloaded at the Stock-Yards, and at 
the minimium of expense for switching. The 
leaders in this important development are the 
Robbins’ estate, which owns 320 acres, and 
Jobn Washington, the former pro- 
prietor of Mount Vernon, who owns 
eighty acres. The South Branch has been 
dredged from the canal south to the cattle- 
yards. A railroad is to be built along both 
sides of the river, and about 300 feet from it. 
On one side it will run through Iron street, and 
on the other through Uliman street, to Archer 
road. This railroad wil! be built immediately, 
and will connect the cattle-yards and the new 
lumber district with all the railroads running 
out of the city.. By this means the cust of 
switching cars irom the cattle-yards to the lum- 
ber-yards will be reduced from $6 to $1 a car, 
an item of immense saving. Docks are to be 
built on both sides of the river, and the con- 
tracts have already been let foraswing and 
traffic bridge to be thrown across the river just 
north of Thirty-ninth street. 

The Union Stock- Yards Company have complet- 
ed their acquisition of the railroad right of way 
through J. D. Lebmer’s Subdivision of the 
8. K. K 8. W. . Sec. 5, 88, 14, to Dexter Park. 


The price paid was 815,000. The road to be 


by the Stock-Yards Company will connect 
their yards with the south end of their tract, 
and enables them to realise their long-cherisbed 
plan of using the entire tract of 320 acres in 


which Dexter Park lies for their cattle traffic. 


Another new and costly addition is to be

ART NOTES. 

He is a bold artist who undertakes to paint 

Niagara Falls, for men of the greatest genius 
one would suppose have about exbausted the 
subject. Asin literature, it is but a step from 
the sublime to the ridiculous; so a picture must 
have real merit or it will be at once condemned 
by good taste and be passed by as compara- 
tively worthless. Hence Mr. Charles Peck, of 
this vity, when he determined to attempt a new 
picture of Niagara, and that by moonlight, 
ventured upon a difficult and very dangerous 
task. How he has executed it our citizens can 
now judge for themselves. It is on exhibition 
at No. 108 State street, corner of Washington, 
at the Lydian Art Ciub Koom. The picture 
is large, about eight by ten feet, and hence tne 
subject can be treated broadly and with the 
fullest effect. The moon shines out from 
a clear, bright sky, through patches of suow- 
white clouds, which, as one looks far above the 
falis, make a horizon of exquisite beauty. At 
the central point in the picture—the Horse- 
shoe—the maddened river seethes and boils in 
its awlul plunge, from which one would shrink 
with a ireezing shudder did not the moonbeams 
leut up the wiid waste of waters and inspire 
the most delightful musings.

The art school of the Chicago Academy of 
Design is larger than at any previous time since 
the Fire, numbering upwards of eighty pupils.

A TEXAS DESPERADO. 


Remarkable Career of Bill Longley. 
Correspondence St. Louis Globe- Democrat. 
Grppin@s, Tex., Oct. 11.—Longley, the noted 


desperado, Was hung here to-day. 

William P. Longley was born near the Village 
of Chapel Hill, Washington County, Tex., Oct. 
6, 1851. His father was a preacher, who still re- 
sides in Bell County. At the age of 2 years the 
future desperado and man-killer”’ removed to 
the little cross-roads village of Evergreen, in 
Washington County. In boyhood he received a 
common-school education, and learned to read 


and write. 

It was immediately after the late War that he 
entered upon that course of crime unparalleled 
which surpassed the darkest deeds of Murrell, 
and finally led him to the foot of the gallows, 
Ou the surrender of the Confederate armies, 
in 1865, the almost juvenile William, with a 
young man named ‘icCowan, volunteered to 
disarm some negroesin the vicinity of Ever- 
green; among them they encountered a negro 
passing through the county who declined to be 
tampered with or troubled by the young men. 
As ther proceeded to attack he fired, the ball 
knocking the pistol out of the hands of Long- 
lev’s companion. Longley returned the fire, 
the bali striking the negro in the back of the 
head as he ran, killing him instantly. The mur- 
derer left the body lying in the sand. He was 
suspected of the murder, but no warrant was 
issued. 5 

About three months afterwards, upon the 10th 
of December, 1866, three mulatto men riding 
through Evergreen, alighted, hitched their 
horses, and entered a bar-room and all three 
took drinks. Going to their horses, one of 
them, alluding to Longicy’s first murder, said: 
„They say Evergreen is dangerous for colored 
folks, but I would like tosee anybody bother 
me. Longley heard the remark; rallving two 
other young men as villainous as himself, they 
pursued and overtook the mulattoes eight miles 
out from the village. At sight of the pursuers 
the pursued drew their pistols and fired. Long- 
ley and his companions, in vain calling on the 
fleeing trio to halt, opened fire. Longley shot 
and killed the mulatto who had made the boast 
iu the village. The negro tumbled from his 
horse a lifeless corpse, which was next day bur- 
ied by his two friends. The cowardly murderer, 
relying on the reticence of bis two companions 
in guilt, quietly returned to his haunts in Ever- 
green. But on Christmas Day following the 
two mulatto friends of the dead man, accom- 
panied by a Deputy Sheriff, came to arrest the 
murderer. Longley, however, getting wind of 
it, got to his horse in time and escaped into the 
West, where he roamed about for a considera- 
ble time. 

April, 1867, found the voung desperado a 
‘‘cow-boy ” in Karnes County. Wishing to vis- 
it his parents, Longley rode through the Vil- 
lage of Yorktown, Gonzales County, the town 
then being garrisoned by a detachment of the 
Sixth Ohio Cavalry. Being mistaken for an- 
other desperado of West lexas named Charles 
Tavior, he was pursued by a squad of soldiers 
and overtaken ove mile from the village. There 
was a running fight. The soldiers fired forty 
and the murderer five shots without effect. One 
of the cavalry rode so close to the desperado 
that the hammer of the latter’s pistol caught in 
the lappel of the soldier’s overcoat. Pulling 
back the weapon it was discharged, the bal! 
entering the soldier’s body, killing him almost 
instantly. This murder occurred during the 
period of reconstruction, when Texas was un- 
der martial law. Hearing nat $1,000 reward 
was out fot him, the young cutthroat fled to 
his old haunts in Washington County. Remain- 
ing at his old home a short time he, by the ad- 
vice of his father, left for Arkansas. 

in Fayette County, io that State. the youthful 
scoundrel fell in with Cullen Baker’s crowd of 
horse-thieves and murderers. Particularly did 
he get acquainted with Tom Johnson, one of 
the crowd. He staid over-night at the house of 


lynchers surrounded the domicile and took the 
two voung men prisoners, sus;ecting Longiev 
of being a pal of Johnson’s. Carrying them out 
to the woods, and, after tying their hands, they 
hanged both to the same tree. The rope around 
Longiey’s neck did not slip, and caught under 
his ear. The lynchers fired several shots at the 
bodies as they swung. One of them struck 
Longley in the middle of the body, but the 
bullet glanced off on the murderer’s belt, which 
contained alot of specie. A second cut two 
strands of the rope; a third passed through his 
jaw, knocking out a tooth or two. Tom Johnson 
went to his coffin, but a little boy ran up after 
the mob left and cut Longley’s rope, releasing 


him. 

The assassin waited around the neighborhood 
for some time, and at last, when opportunity 
offered, shot down and killed the man who hung 
him up with Tom Johnson. His name was Jones, 
and Longley emptied his six-shooter into his 
body. e remained with the Baker crowd six 
months, and eventually returned to his father in 
Washington County. 

Falling in with his brother, John Nelson, also 
a desperado, who was Killed in 1870, the two 
villains roamed on the frontier like beasts of 
prey, prowling around in Liano, Burnet, Gil- 
lespie, and Comanche Counties. Here they 
butchered in cold blood seven poor negroes, of 
whom four were killed by Longley in the most 
sneaking, brutal, and cowardly manner. These 
two beasts,—thev were nothing else,—like the 
hyena and the jackal, ran together till the spring 
of 1870. 

About this time Charles Tyler, a brother-in- 
law of Longley, had left Texas with his family 
for Utah. He was followed by the worthiess 
* William,” who, while crossing the head-waters 
of the Arkansas, fell in with a Bee County cat- 
tle man, named Rector, going with a herd to 
Abilene. Rector himself had killed four or five 
men, and shortly after emploving Longley as a 
driver shot down and killed one of the herders. 
Longley remarked Rector would some day meet 
his mateh. Rector heard of it and determined 
to shoot Longley. Next morning, thoroughly 
understanding each other, the two approached 
at a gallop on the prairie. both armed for the 
conflict. Rector waited and asked Longley if he 
had made the remark. The latter answered he 
had. Rector said, **I reckon l've now found 
the man, at the same time drawing. Before 
Rector could cock his pistol. Longley fired six 
shots in his body, leaving him a bloody corpse 
on the prairic. 

Having ‘“ planted” Rector, the desperado 
rode northward after his brother-in-law Tyler. 
He stopped at a Kansas country store kept by 
a man named Cook, and was there informed by 
two Abilene men that a coupie of horses had 
been stoien from them. While they were con- 
versing two men, McClellan and Suellev, rode 
up on the stolen horses. After drinks Longley 
and Cook covered them with their pistols and 
demanded their surrender. They refused, and a 
general shootivg affray ensued. Lougley 
emptied his six-snooter into McCiellan, killing 
him, but not before Mac had shot down the 
storekeeper Cook. Snelicy was also killed. 
Leaving the corpses on the ground the des- 
perado again rode away. 

His next adventure was in Leavenworth, 
where he made the acquaintance of a United 
States soldier in a gambling saloon. 

** Where are you from!“ inquired the soldier. 

„Texas.“ 

**] would be ashamed to tell it.“ 

* Why?’’ 

“‘ The Texans are all thieves,” answered the 
soldier. 

It's a lie, and vou'd better hush up on 
Texas!“ rejoined the desperado. 

** I will tell vou,“ continued the soldier, * the 
Texans are all thieves, and there isu't a vir- 
tuous woman in the State!“ 

These were the last words he ever uttered. 
Longley shot and instantiy killed him, and es- 
ca in double-quick order.

He, according to his own ac- 
count, remained two weeks in the guard-house, 
but escaped by briking the corporal of the

The As- 
sistant Q found out the deception 
and was “going for” Longiey. The latter 
waylaid behind a gate-post, shot and killed him. 
He fled ona mule, but on the third day was 
captured, brought back, tried, and sentenced to 
thirty years in the "Penitentiary; but before 

that institution “ 8 and went 
to seek bis fortune am the Ute Indians, 
among whom he was hardly fit to live. While 
among the Indians he amused bimself depre- 
dating on Government property, and subse- 
quently, after loitering around in lowa,- went 
back to Kansas. In that State, in a little piace 
called Parkersville, “ William” engaged play- 
ing cards witha young man named Charles 
Stuart. A quarrel arose; Longley put a ball 
centrally through his head, and, as usual, fled, 
— — face of a $1,500 reward offered by Stuart’s 
ather. 

This extraordinary muraerer and scoundrel 
returned to Texas, and stopped awhile at his 
father’s house. However, bearing thata mob 
from Lee County were coming after bim, Long- 
le), procuring two six-ajooters and a fine horse, 
„took to the bush.“ This was during the time 
that E. J. Davis was Governor of Texas, and 
the State police were ecattered through the 
counties. While at the Williams Rancho, in 
Brown County, a negro member of the police 
came to the house of acitizen of the Rancho 
named Forsythe, and ordered Mr. Forsythe to 
get bima good, first-class dinner. He then 
went tothe store, where Longley was sitting 
on a counter, and, pushing up Lougley's hat, 
asked who the devil he was. In reply Longley 
sent two balls through the negro's body, 
instanliy dispatching him, not, however, be- 
fore the negro turned up his eyes and asked 
him not to shoot him any more, as be wanted 
time to pray, ging informed that the Devil had 
come for him. 

The murderer, as was his wont, got up and 
dusted.“ and, in company with Joe Mitchell and 
aman named Martin, visited Coleman County. 
While in camp near St. Anna Mountain, five 
men rode up, and, being halted, drew their guus 
and prepared to fignt. Longley fired, bringing 
one of them down. Their horses stampeded, 
but Longley came up with his and again es- 
caped. He never knew who those men were. 
Subsequently, in Kerr County, a lot of “ vigi- 
lantes ' met the desperado, but he cussed 
them out,“ and went on to 2 Paso. Near the 
boundary line of Edwards County the despera- 
do, hobbling out his horse, lay down in the 
prairie for the night. In the morning he arose 
to find himself surrounded by eighty-seven 
men. He gavein, was carried to Austin, es- 
caped, and went back to his old trade again. In 
Frio, Texas, he murdered a Mexican about a 


orse. 

In Madison County he got acquainted with 
a desperado named McIver. Here also he look- 
ed upon a rose of the prairie. Asked her to go 
huckleberry-bunting; his first attempt at kiss- 
ing frightened her, and sbe jumped from the 
buggy, but he pleaded so hard she got iu again, 
finally got sorry, and told him he might kiss 
ber again. Her brother heard of it, and invited 
Longley to a duel. But that was not in his line, 
and the desperado left that neck of timber. 

After this Longley roamed agound the coun- 
try; shot a noted gambier, Dave Clark; on the 
Sabine killed a negro fof cursing an old man; 
and near Homer, Angelina County, feeling in a 
good humor, the desperado shot and kiiled an- 
other negro, who was thrashing a white man 
for breaking his wagon in the road. Hearing 
that his cousin, Cole Longley, had been killed 
by Wilson Anderson, William rode for that part 
of the country. Going toa field where Ander- 
son was plowing, and armed with a double- 
barrel shotgun, Longley deliberately shot down 
and killed Anderson. This was on March 31, 
1875, and this is the crime for which Longley 
was called on to suffer the extreme penaity of 
the law. He escaped at the time, and subse- 
quently killed four Indians and a minister of 
the Gospel, the Rev. Mr. Lay, in Delta County; 
also, Lew Sawyer, a would-be desperado. and a 
farmer named Thomas, in McCiellan County. 
These and other murders of this notorious vil- 
lain and cut-throat are said to number thirty- 
two all told. 


RELICS OF ANTIQUITY. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Woopavuts, Henry Co., III., Oct. 17.—Swan 
Nelson, while digging a trench for laying tile on 
the farm of your correspondent, in June last, 
found buried in the clay, at the depth of four 
feet, the tooth of a mastodon. It was in rather 
a decayed condition, porttons crumbling off, and 
the enamel covering nearly gove. Its weight is 
two pounds, not inciuding loose fragments. A 
few days since, Mr. Nelson also found, while 
laying tile on the farm of Jackson Deeds, a lit- 
tle southwest of Cambridge, a tusk imbedded 
in the clay at the depth of four feet three inch- 
es. This interesting witvess of ages past lies 
before me, and 1 find, on actual measurement, 
its length to be six feet, its circumference at the 
base to be one foot, and three feet from the 
base ten inches; and its weight twenty-eicht 
and one-half pounds. The above weight and 
measure do not include six inches of the base or 
large end, which criimbied into small fragments 
and were not removed; but the measurement 
was taken, making its entire length six and one- 
half feet, and its probable weight thirty-two 
and one-half pounds; so the animal that once 
owned this tusk must have carried a pair of 
them that, weighed not less than sixty-five 
pounds, and nis capacious stomach could not 
have been satisfied with less than 400 or 500 
pounds of herbs and grass at a single meal. 

You that are learned in these things, please 
tell us, if „ou can, bow many thousand years 
agothis animal pranced over these broad prai- 
rics (if, indeed, there were prairies then); and 
how such an enormous animal, that would re- 
quire so much food to sustain life, could sub- 
sist in this latitude, where no vegetation grows 
for nearly six months in the year. Surely there 
must have been some wonderful natural changes 
since the lifetime of this creature. Further ev- 
idences we have of these changes that have 
been going on since the creation, in the fact 
that, some eighteen: months ago, while sinking 
a coal-shaft a little west of our town, pieces of 
wood were found imbedded in the clay sixty 
feet below the surface. Another stratum (so to 
speak) was found 100 feet below the surface, in 
a still better state of preservation. ‘I have a 
specimen before me, taken from the lower 
depth, that weighs five ounces, is seven and a 
half inches in length, and has an average cir- 
cumference of five inches. It has bark aud sev- 
eral knots very distmet, and resembles, in kind, 
the American larch. It would seem to have 
been a fragment from near the top of such a 
tree. ALFRED F. Foster.

PITTSBURG. 


Temperance, Revival, and Sabbatarian 
Movements. 
Spécial Correspondence of The Tribune, . 

Prrrssund, Pa., Oct. 12.—Not only is Pitts- 
burg in the midst of the most exciting political 
campaign of recent years, but she is on the 
edge of what promises to be a moral-reform 
movement, the scope and purport of which time 
alone can determine. Francis Murphy, the re- 
nowned Temperance-Apostle, Is holding torth 
nightly to large audiences, in various parts of 
the city, and is obtaining no end of signatures 
to the pledge of sobriety,—manv of them from 
the highest classes of society, —lawyers, doc- 
tors, merchants, etc. Whatever Murphy may 
have done or failed to do elsewhere, there is 
no question that he has accomplished a 
great deal of good here. Two of the ablest 
lawyers at the Pittsburg Bar, whom Murphy in- 
duced to sign the pledge when he first visited 
here, now nearly two years ago, have kept the 
faith, and are sober men and useful members of 
society to-day. Hundreds of others who have 
been reclaimed might be mentioned. 

Our people have taken sucha liking to the 
great temperance-worker that some of them 
have started a movement to build him a Taber- 
nacle at 4 cost of about $10,000, buv him a 
house to Nve io, and guarantee him a sufficient 
support if he will consent to make Pittsburg 
his permanent home. There is good reason to 
believe that he will accept 
tion, and that he will, be.ore 
long, settle down here, and devote him- 
self to what seems to bevhis life's work,—the 
reclaiming of Pittsburg drunkards. 

At the meeting at the Old Home,“ last 
night, a noted toper, named Jack Bradford, en- 
tered the room while Murphy was speaking, and 
called out so that all could hear him: 

„Good evening, Brother Murphy! 
a dime to buy a drink with!” 

The dime was handed over, to the surprise of 
the audience. 

“Now,” said Bradford, as soon as I get a 
drink I will come back and sien the pledge. 

Few believed him; but, in about half an hour 
from that time, Bradford came staggering into 
the room, and, marchiug up to where Murphy 
was speakinz, took the book and signed the 
pledge, as be had promised. 

Murphy says he will watch him and work with 
him until he becomes a sober man. 

Maj. Whittle, of Chicago, is holding a series 
of revival-meetings at ihe Young Men's 
Christian Association rooms. on Fifth avenue. 
The meetings are largely attended. The Maior 
is an effective speaker. He will soon be joined 
by Mr. McGranaban, a “sweet singer in Israel.“ 
who will no doubt add largely to the interest of 
the services, which will be protracted through 
the winter if sufficient encouragement should 
be extended to the revivalists. 

Last, but by no means least, of the reform- 
atory movements, is that of the German 
Liquor-Dealers’ Association, which, all of a 
sudden, bas taken uyon itself to strictly 
enforce the law of 1798, which prohibits 
all kinds of secular work on the Sabbath. 
Nearly all of the street-car lines suspended 
work last Sabbath to escape prosecution. Liv- 
ery-stable stock was withdrawn from the 
streets. Many factories, rolling-mills, furnaces, 
etc., were idle. All the tobacco stores and 
candy-shops were closed. The day was one of 
the quietest ever_witnessed in this busy com- 
munity, This is in retaliation for the Temper- 
ance people insisting that the liquor-shops 
shall be kept closed on the fifst day of the 
week. The strict enforcement of the law sub- 
jects many people to great inconvenience, but 
they can Certainly withstand the pressure if the 
liquor men can. The law will be amended so as 
to meet the requirements of public necessity at 
the ensuing term of the Legislature.

The Romanoffs. 


The house of Romanoff, which has filled so 
large a place in European history, narrowly 
escaped extinction in the very year of its rise, 
owing its safety entirely to one of the very 
peasants whom it has so often persecuted. Af- 
ter the expulsion from Moscow, in 1612, of the 
Polish usurper Vladislav, it became necessary 
to elect a new Czar, the line of Ruric having 
ended with Feodor Ivanovitch, the son of Ivan 
the Terrible. The choice fell upon a Russian 
noble named Michael Feodorovitch Romanoff, 
who was then at Yaroslavl, in Forth Russia, 
with a few attendants. The Pol King, hear- 
ing of this, sent a band of men urprise him. 
On their way thicher they halted at the cottage 
of a peasant named Ivan Susanin, giving them- 
selves out as foreign soidiers on their 
way to take service with the new Czar. 
But, as one of them dismounted, he happened to 
stumble, and in his rage muttered a Polish oath, 
which Susanin’s quick ear overheard. The 
peasant instantly divined their purpose, but 
could find no better way of baffling it than to 
offer himself as their guide, while he se- 
cretly dispatched one of his sons to warn the 
Czar of the meditated treachery. Then guiding 
the traitors into a gloomy defile of which he 
alone knew the outlet, he boldly avowed what 
he had done, and fell beneath their swords, de- 
fying them to the last. This heroic self-sacri- 

ce was not in vain. The timely warning en- 
abled the Czar to overtake and destroy his in- 
tended assassins, and Susanin’s devotion was 
waraed with the permanent exemption of his 
amily from taxation, and the erection of a 
statue to his memory. This statue is still to be 
seen in his native Town of Kostroma, which, by 
a singular coincidence, was the birthplace of the

Lord Chelmsford, who has just died at the 
ave of 86, add one more to the long list of Eu- 
glich legal celebrities who have attained a green 
oid age. He was always regarded as born under 

a lucky star. Asa lawyer he bad quite a second- 
— reputation, but he was a very adroit and 
clever advocate, and took with juries. For 
many years prior to his reaching the Woolsack 
he had been ‘em ployed in almost every criminal 
cause celebye. One of those which, im the earlier 
part of his career. brought him into particular 
note was an action brought by the executors of 
the Marguis of Hertford, George IV.’s boon 
companion, against that Peer’s steward, Nich- 
olas Suisse, for enormous frauds. It proved 
a very _ ill-advised roceeding, Suisse 
having evidently receiv immense sums of 
money to carry out the private pleasures of the 
Marquis. whose orgies at bis villa in the Re- 
gent’s Park were one of the notorious scandals 
of the day. Lord Chelmsford was largely in- 
debted for his success to his fine person, gen- 
tlemanlike manners, and social accomplish- 
ments. Hewasa saver of good things, too. 
Among others attributed to him was the remark 
when Lord Cianricarde’a appointment as Lord 
Commissioner of the Privy Seal raised a great 
storm, that the Privy Seal seemed to have 
made a bad impression.“ Again, whem Bishop 
Villiers’ appointmeht of his son-in-law, 

Mr. Cheese, to a very rich living, evoked 
similar apimadversion, Lord Chelmsford ob- 
served that “cheese always comes before 
dessert, — in Engiand it always does. About 
fifteen years ago Lord Chelmsford himself 
came to grief in the matter of an appointment, 
when be made his son-in-law, a non-practicing 
barrister, a Master m Lunacy with 510,000 
There 8 such au ado that the appointment 
was canceled, and Ten-Thousand-a- Lear“ 
Warren receiyed it. It may be remembered 
that a similar hubbub was raised on Lord 
Chelmsford’s son being made last year a Lord 
Justice. This appointment was believed to 
have been due to a desire on the part ot Lord 
Cairns to do all in his power to efface the 
chagrin experienced by Lord Chelmsford on be- 
ing shelved, in favor of Lerd Cairns, when Lord 
Beaconsficid became Prime Minister; and Lord 
Cneimsforda lived just long eno h to see his 
far younger rival made an Earl. In private life 
and morais the deceased ex-Chancellor (by 
whose death a pension of $25,000 a year lapses) 
was irreproachable. His eldest son is General 
and Commander-in-Chief at the Cape.
